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African group 
asking UN 
_ to oust Israel 


KAMPALA. Uganda (UPD—Foreign ministers of 
the Organizatiwi of African Unity agreed Friday to call 
for the ouster of Israel ffom the United Nations and to 
press for economic sanctions against the Jewish state. 

The ministerial conference, which is preparing the 
ground for a summit of African leaders next week, also 
agreed to investigate a Tanzanian government state- 
ment accusing Uganda President Idi Amin's govern¬ 
ment of “perpetrating evil” and killing "thousands of 
people." 

Tanzania, Botswana and Zambia have boycotted 
the conference because of their opposition to Amin’.s 
government. Some conference sources dscribed the 
Tanzanian statement, issued in Dar-Es-Salaam Thurs¬ 
day, as the most savage attack by one OAU member on 
another since the organization was founded. 

After an all-night debate, the ministerial meeting 
agreed to call for the withdrawal of Israel from the 
United Nations, specialized UN agencies and all inter- 
naticmal conferences. OAU sources said. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization demanded 
outright expulsion but Egypt proposed Israel should be 
deprived of its membership or suspended, until it 
complied with ail UN resolutkms on the Middle east. 

A drafting committee given the task of reconciling 
the tWv> positions was expected to adopt the Egyptian 
position. 

Sources said wiiat finally may emerge is a move on 
tlie part of African and Arab nations to bar Israel 
from silting in tiie next U.N. General Assembly, a 
plan the Afro-Arab bloc successfully applied against 
.South Africa at the last assembly meeting. 

In addition to die U.N. question, the ministej's also 
a'yeed the PLO should be encouraged to «3pen offices 
in independent African nations and that widespread 
economic sanctions be applied against tlie Jewish state. 

Tlie Arab League for years has maintained a black¬ 
list of foreign companies dealing with Israel. If 
adopted, an OAU sanctions resolution presumably would 
ivcommend that any company trading with Israel alst> 
\v.»uld be barred throughout independent Africa. , 

OAU spokesman Peter Onu told newsmen the OAU 
had decided to investigate the authenticity of a report 
quoting Tanzanian Foreign Minister John Malecela as 
accusing Amin’s government of killing thousands <»f 
FX?rson«.

The announcement just be¬ 
fore midnight apparently sig¬ 
nalled a serious defeat for 
moderates who had been de¬ 
manding the resignation of 
Prime Minister Vasco Gon- 
calves and the carrying out of 
democratic reforms. 

The communique said the 
three leaders are president 
F'rancisco da (3osta Gomes, 
(kmcalves and the military 


Israel rejects ideas 
but talks continue 


Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin said 
Friday that Israel has rejected most of the 
latest Egyptian proposals for an interim set¬ 
tlement in the Sinai Desert. He said, however 
there has been progress and that negotiations 
will continue. 

Rabin said on Israeli television that Israel 
does not merely reject the Egyptians propos¬ 
als, “but puts forth its own position.” 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat planned a 
speech Friday night to the closing session of 
the congress of the Arab Socialist Union, 
f'gypt’s only authorized political party. 
There was no advance indication whether he 
would mention Rabin’s statement. 

“I believe an interim agreement can only 


be based on a public Egyptian statement to 
the effect that the use of force, or the support 
of its us3, no longer plays a part in the fabric 
of relations between Egypt and Israel, and 
that all future differences of opinion must be 
solved peacefully through negotiation.s.’’ 

Rabin repeated his insistence that the 
agreement must be concluded in face-to-face 
talks, rather than by U.S. intermediaries. 

However Egypt’s semi-official newsi>aper 
A1 Aiirum said earlier Friday that E^)l 
rejects “out of hand” the demand for direct 
negotiations before signing an interim agree¬ 
ment. 

It said the demand is “fresh evidence of 
Israel's fear ot peace.” 


Gazette must defend 
charges against Reid 


OTTAWA (UPD — For the 
first time in Canadian history 
ihe Commons Friday ordered 
a newspar>er, the Montreal 
Gazette, to appear before a 
parliamentary committee and 
prove it is not in contempt of 
Parliament. 

House Speaker Jame.s 
.Jerome agreed to permit Lib¬ 
eral MP John Reid to refer 
allegations made against him 
in the Thursday and F'riday 
editions of the Gazette for 
.study by Ihe parliamentary 
• ommittee on privileges and 
cleclionF. 


In making his judgment 
that Reid had a “prima facie 
case of privilege..’ Jerome 
said “what is at Issue is an 
alleged use of a national 
newspaper to accuse falsely a 
member of a misuse of his 
privileges as a member of 
this house. ” 

Jerome pointed out that 
Reid himself “seeks to have 
the committee examine the 
conduct of the Gazette and 
anoUier paper, obviously invit- . 
ing an examination of the vets 
acity of their statement and 
thei*efore an examination of 


his own conduct as a member 
by that standing committee.” 

A parliamentary authority 
in Ottawa said the Speaker’s 
granting of a "prima facie’’ 
case to Reid is the equivalent 
of indictment in criminal pro¬ 
cedures. with the Gazette as 
defendant. 

Should the Gazette's reports 
be proved ti\ie. Reid would 
lose all political credibility 
but there would be no require¬ 
ment that he a^itomatically 
resign his Commons .seal.

Unioniz(?d* B.C. fishermen tied up their boats 
P'riday morning, signalling the start of a sD-ike by 
about 7,500 members of the United Fishermen and 
Allied Workers Union which will shut down the indus¬ 
try and paradoxically make cheap salmon prices avail¬ 
able to the public. 

The strike started on schedule Friday at 11 a.m. 
despite a last niinute offer Thui'sday from the B.C. 
Fisheries Association. Negotiating committees from the 
union’s thi'ee sections have recommended rejection of 
the offer. 


Beginning next week, the 
union will sell salmon to the 
public at prices union officials 
say will indicate the large 
profits made by fishing com¬ 
panies. 

Shorewxjrkers will remain 
on the job until Tuesday after- 
nocMi. at the latest, processing 
fish brought in before the 
strike began. 

George Hewison. business 
agent for the union, said Fri¬ 
day night in a telephone inter¬ 
view from Vancouver that 
workers in the processing 
. plants will continue to work 
so that no fish will spoil. 

The association’s offer, 
which manager Jerry Spitz 
described as “generous,” in¬ 
cludes a $1 an hour increase 
to shoreworkers retroactive to 
April and a further 75 cents 
an hour in the second year of 
a two-year agreement. Base 
rate under the old contract 
was J4.76 an hour. 

But Hewison said the offer 
is “totally inadequate,” and 
that a liigh priority demand in 
negotiations has been a one- 
year contract because of con¬ 
tinued inflation. 

Union members will vote on 
the offer at meetings ne,\l 
week. 

The union has no strike 
fund and fish sales will pro¬ 
vide strike benefits. Fish will 
be available first for union 
members, but public sales in 
the Lower Mainland will start 
Wednesday morning. 

In Victoria, union spokes¬ 
man Scotty Neish said a date 
for salmon sales here ha.s not 
yet been established, but the 
union is thinking of selling the 
fish from the backs of refrig¬ 
erated trucks in the upper 
parking lot of the Union 
Cent re. 27.")(» Quadra. The fish

B.C. Pen gun mixup ruled ‘deliberate’ 


VAN(^UVER (CP) — A B.C. penitentiary 
superxi.sor deliberately mixed up guns used 
when hostage Mary Steitjhauser was fatally 
shot so the man who fired the shot would 
ne\er be identified, Mr. Justice John Farris 
said F>iday. 

F'anis then named the supervisor as Albert 
Ilollinger. 

The chief justice and his two fellow qAm- 
missioiuMs had been mid the guns tie re 
issued in a darkened room and, after the 
sliooting, were collected witliout any record 
of which man had which gun. 

Evidence was given that the collection was 
made to prevent the guns from getting into 
the hands of the three prisoners who had held 
15 prison employees hostage for 41 hours. 

“The r.inclusion of the commission l.s that 


the lyiixing up was done intentionally.” he 
told a public hearing. 

He said the explanation of why the guards 
do not know which of them shot Miss Stein- 
hauser is an insult to the intelligence of the 
commission and is unacceptable. 

He said that after the guards rushed Uie 
classification centre vault and office where 
the hostages were being held and the fatal 
sliot was fired, one of the prisoners wa.s 
“bleeding near to death, one was in the vault 
tied up and one was in handcuffs.” 

The in-camera sessions were held for die 
protection of the tactical squad which had to 
carry out “a dreadful responsibility,” said 
Farris. 

But he sMd the guard who mixed up the 
weapons should not be extended the same 
protection. 


During Thursday’s public hearing, F'arris 
said that based on evidence from New West¬ 
minster police officers the identity of tlie 
man wlio shot and killed Miss Steinhauser 
“will remain a mystery forever.” 

The inquiry was told a tactical squad of 
armed guards rushed the hostage area and 
fired ?ight shots during which Miss Stein¬ 
hauser was killed and prisoner Amlry Bruce 
wounded. 

Bruce and fellow prisoners Claire Wilson 
and Dwight Lucas all face charges from the 
incident June 9 to 11. 

Detective Robert Rutherford of the New 
Westminster police department said he que.s- 
tioned the squad, but was unable to find out 
which member fired the fatal shot. 

Four memhem said they used wpapon! 


with four inch barrels and two recalled using 
.snub-nosed revolvers, but none of the .men 
could remember exactly which weapon they 
used, said Rutherford. 

He had testified earlier the fatal bullet was 
shot from a penitentiary-issue revolver with 
a four-irfeh barrel. 

Rutherford also testified members of tlie 
tactical squad, in a darkened room immedi¬ 
ately before the assault with weapons on a 
desk, grabbed revolvers from the desk when 
they heard screams and shouts and were, 
therefore not assigned specific weapons. 

In summarizing the police detectives’ testi¬ 
mony, Farris said: "So It is impossible to tell 
who fired the fatal shot because no record 
was kept of persons In relation to the weap- 
oni they used”

'The industry’s only offer to 
date has been to maintain the 
current costof-living adjust¬ 
ment clause for the next year.

The IWA brief says that 65 
per cent of all B.C. wood 
products are normally sold in 
the U.S., with most of that 
lumber used in the construc¬ 
tion of residential housing. 

“The depressed level of 
housing starts in the U.S., 
has been responsible for the 
downturn in sales, prices, pro¬ 
duction and employment in 
the B.C. wood pr^ucts in- 
dusUy,’’ the union 8a>'s in its 
brief.

wants some control on the 
hours worked. 

He said some tendermen 
work as long as 48 hours with¬ 
out sleep and although they 
now earn between $900 and 
$1,000 a nKMith for a 14-day 
period, some may be receiv¬ 
ing less than minimum wage 
on an hourly basis. 

There is also a safety prob¬ 
lem trying to operate boats 
with people who have worked 
long periods without sleep, he 
said. 

The union is demanding a 
price of 70 cents a pound for 
net-caught sockeye. They now 
receive 52 cents and the com¬ 
panies are offering 60 cents 
this year and 63 cents in 1976. 

He said the union also 
wants parity for tradesmen 
with comparable workers in 
the International Wood¬ 
workers of America, and a 44- 
cent-an-hour differential for 
shoreworkers in northeni B.C.

UNITED NA'nONS (UPI) 
— The UN General Assem¬ 
bly’s committee on confer¬ 
ences deferred until Tuesday 
a r^uest by the Canadian 
government to postpone the 
fifth United Nations congress 
on the prevention of crime 
and the treatment of offend¬ 
ers. 

The congress was scheduled 
to open on Sept. 1 in Toronto. 

At Friday’s meeting, 
France suggested to hold the 
conference as scheduled and 
shift it to Geneva. A UN sec¬ 
retariat official .said the 
congress could be held in 
Geneva at the scheduled time, 
but would cost about $140,000 
in conference services alone, 
and w'ould incur additional ex¬ 
penses. These funds, he noted, 
were no': provided for in the 
1975 UN budget. 

Algerian delegate F. K. 
Boyayad-Agha said for simi¬ 
lar reasons, Canada may also 
ask for a postponement of 
“Habitat,” the United Nations 
conference on human settle¬ 
ments, scheduled for May 31 
to June 11, 1976 in Vancouver. 

In Ottawa External Affairs 
Minister Allan MacEachen 
made it official Friday — Pal¬ 
estine Liberation Organization 
observers will be allowed to 
attend United Nations confer¬ 
ences in Canada next year. 

He had announced Monday 
Canada w'as seeking permis¬ 
sion to postpone at least until 
next year a scheduled Sep¬ 
tember UN crime conference 
in Toronto, on grounds con¬ 
troversy over admission of 
PLO observers made it Im- 
jx>ssible to hold a worthwhile 
meeting.

Rebel bands fired on the 


army’s Ciudadela artillery 
unit. 

Guerrillas fired from a 
truck on the home of assistant 
police chief Elio Rossi. 

The attacks came hours 
after the leftist Peronist Au¬ 
thentic Party called on Pre^ 
ident Isabel Peron to resign 
and clear the way for new 
electiohs.

Capt. Robert Hodge, 23, of 
London, Ont., was fined $5,000 
and given a severe reprimand 
by the court martial Friday. 
He had pleaded guilty to four 
charges including being ab¬ 
sent without leave and diso¬ 
beying orders June 24. 

At the same time he was 
given no indication that he 
would be permitted to leave 
the forces before serv’ing the 
time he agreed upon when he 
received financial assistance 
for his education. 

He is the fouuth dentist in 
about two years who has been 
court-martialled. One of the 
other three was fined $5,000 
but had that reduced to $3,500 
on appeal. Another w'as fined 
$2,000 and a third fined $5,000 
and is appealing. 

The case of Hodge came to 
light when the Toronto Globe 
and Mail published a story 
based on the letter he sent to 
Richardson, saying it is im¬ 
possible to attempt to practise 
in the forces and retain indi¬ 
vidual self-respect and profes¬ 
sional competence. He said if 
he could get out of the service 
early he would repay the 
money used to subsidize his 
dental education.

But now there, is the sti-ong likelihood that 
Premier Bari’ett was wrong again at the end of 
February — in reverse. This time it looks as if he 
overestimated the eunount of money coming in, as 
well as the amount that can be spept without set¬ 
ting the I’ed ink flowing. 'The “job scKrurity budget’’ 
has not prevented high unemployment, and inflation 
continues apace. There is a threat of economically 
diostrous strikes. If there ai’e revised estimates the 
revisions must be downward. No wonder Mr. Bar- 
i^tt was so remarkably testy and non-communica- 
tive at a recent pi^ess conference, before he went on 
holiday. 

Some rainy-day-money is still on hand. It is 
worth less than it used to be because the ravages 
of inflation. But It win help, if it is needed. And the 
eoonomies into whidi the government apparently 
now is being forced may be good medicine, even if 
they frustrate the NDP big spenders. “We have a 
responsibility to dampen down the flames of infla¬ 
tion . . . and we intend to make that move,’’ Mr. 
Barrett said in September. Ms sjwing budget did 
not reflect that intention.

Crime-busters recruited 


‘Is it true or Trudeau?’ 


PACED WITH AN ALARMINGLY hi^. 18 per 
^ cent, increase in the rate of crime in the first 
three months of 1975, the United States Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has called upon citizens to 
help resist this trend: a trend, incidentally, which 
victimizes more and more frequently the eideily, 
women and children. 

While there are no corresponding Canadian 
figures on the crime rate for the first quarter, it 
can be taken fbr granted that the same pattern will 
be repeated in this country. 

The time is past when Canadians can compare 
complacently the relatively law-abiding communi¬ 
ties on this side of the line with their violent Ameri¬ 
can counterparts. British Columbia’s murder rate 
was up 32.5 per cent in 1974, with 1(X) homicides 
compared with 73 the year previous. Across the na¬ 
tion, 539 died by mui’der in 1974 compared with 
475 in 1973. 

British Columbians can take no comfort from 
the fact that there were 151 murders in Quebec 
compared to the 100 here, because the (Quebec rate 
was only 2.5 per 100,000 population as against 4.2 
in this province. 

The murder toll, dreadful as It is, is only one 
detail of a generally sordid picture. Robberies in 
Canada rose by 26.9 per cent last year, attempted 
murders 6.9 per cent, wounding by 10.7 and as¬ 
saults by 4.4. These are symptoms of a deeply dis- 
turibed society, and demand the attention of au¬ 
thority at every level. 

FBI Director Clarence Kelley says of the 
American crime rale that “it will only be reduced 
when citizens become actively involved in crime 
resistance.’’ With that in mind, the FBI has pilot 
projects in four cities in four widely separated 
states. It will try to train local police “to encourage 


citizens’ efforts to deter crime through their own increasingly over the last 
actions.’’ Just how this is to be done is not spelled couple of years, Prime Min- 
out. But i^rhaps an experiment in progress state¬ 
wide in Minnesota offers a clue. 

“Crime prevention,” once a^in. Is the central 
theme. It is based on the application of common 
sense. Don’t go away on a holiday for instance, and 
let newspapeiTS and mail accumulate at the door, an 
irresistible invitation to thieves. 

The -wider use of burglar-proof locks and 
alarm systems, even radical changes in building 
codes and design, city planning for sti^t lighting, 
land use and traffic control, these are all part of 
the Minnesota program. And there is the encour¬ 
agement of use of official identification numbers on 
personal possessions which the police will engi-ave 
for anybody, making thdr disposal more difficult 
and their recovery more likely: everything from 
flat silver to bicycles. 

The biggest effort to encourage the public’s co¬ 
operation with the police is directed to the children. 

Too often youngsters are influenced, sometimes by 
parents, sometimes by associates, to look upon the 
police as enemies, the fuzz, the pigs, the gestapo. In 
Minnesota they are trying to change that image 
and get the children on thdr side. 

Policemen are distributing “calling cards.’’ 

They carry the officer’s name, number and pho- 
togi’aph. And they carry a message: 

“If you are lost... or if you see somebody get 
hurt... or if you see a fire .. or if somebody 
steals your bike ... or if you are home alone and 
are scared... or if you see somebody do somefiung 
real bad... call the policeman. He’s a very good 
friend of yours.” 

The number for such emergency calls is piint- 
ed boldly. 

Maybe the scheme is worth trying.

Still ruling the airwaves 


The recent announcement 
tJiat the BBC is to reduce its 
overseas broadcasts will be 
taken by most people as just 
another footnote in the story 
of the decline of Great Bri-. 
tain. A country that is having 
such difficulty putting its own 
house in order, it may be ar¬ 
gued, has no business presum¬ 
ing to speak so loudfy across 
(he airwaves to the rest of the 
world. 

Pertiaps there is something 
to that. But if Britain does 
have to cut down its activities 
abroad there is a strong case 
for saying that the BBC over- 
!<;eas broadcasts should he tlie 
very last to go. Tlie 
overseas broadcasting opei-a^- 
fion is not the biggest in the 
world. America, Russia ami 
(Thina all put out twice, as 
many or more broadcasts a 
week. But the British service 
is incomparably the l)est and 
no other country is likely, in 
the foreseeable future, to 
come close to it. 


Tt might, at fii-st sight, 
xeem strange to make such a 
song and dance about broad- 
••asts. We are so used to the 
radio that we take for granted 
what we hear on it. But the 
fact is that very few broad¬ 
casting services in the world 
prodtice vriiat the BBC pro- 
\-ides so well: rapid and accu¬ 
rate news bulletins and in¬ 
formed and open-mrinded cur¬ 
rent affairs programs. 

The BBC succeeds where 
most other broadcasting orga¬ 
nizations fail for three main 
reasons. First, it is technical¬ 
ly extremely oompetwyt; tech¬ 
nique here includes not only 
transmission but the equally 
romplex operations that go 
into editing, writing and pro¬ 
ducing programs. Secondly, it 
w rich in journalistic skills, 
with a large number of its 
< »wn correspondents working 
in aU parts of the world 
baicked by capable men at the 
head office in London. And 
thirdly, although its overseas

operations are financed by the 
British Foreign Office, its 
news and current affairs pro¬ 
grams sell no political line 
and certainly do not make 
propaganda for British gov¬ 
ernment policy. 

Other countries which 
broadcast overseas can usual¬ 
ly be faulted on one or more 
of these points. The Russians 
and the Chinese are both 100 
per cent in the propaganda 
business, w^hich is all ri^t if 
you are interested in the Mos¬ 
cow or Peking line but tire¬ 
some if you wish to know 
what is going on in the world; 
Tlie Voice of America is a 
mighty operation witii many 
correspondents but It is 
obdiged very often to stress 
the American Ifrie. 

Its correspondents abroad 
live more or less in the pocket 
of the United States Informa¬ 
tion Service and because 
America is so deeply involved 
in world affairs the VGA has 
to tread carefully in times of- 
crisis — tile very time, of 
cdui-se, when listeners nio.s1 
want fuU and impartiEi] infor¬ 
mation, This cii'awback is 
often recognized by foreign 
listeners (South Vietnam, 
until the fall qf Saigon, was 
an example of that) and there 
is little the VGA can do about 
it. 


There are other countries 
which do come close to the 
BBC in their professional skill 
and rival it in impartiality; 
Australia and Canada being 
among the front-runners. But 
the Radio Australia and Radio 
Canada International opera¬ 
tions are still limited and nei¬ 
ther organization has any¬ 
thing like the number of on- 
the-spot correspondents of the 
BBC or the same amount of 
expertise about foreign af¬ 
fairs in their home calces. 

The BBC’s overseas broad¬ 
casts are not just«ood: they 
are badly needed.^ almost 


•very country in Asia the 
local broadcasting services 
are under strict government 
control and ^e programs of 
news and commentary that 
they put out are often either 
one-sided or unreliable or 
both. 

Leaving aside the Commu¬ 
nist countries, the easiest way 
for a South Korean, a Bur¬ 
mese or Taiwanese to get an 
accurate idea of wtiat is going 
on in the world is to listen to 
the BBC. 

In moments of crisis one 
sometimes has the impression 
that e\Teryone with a short¬ 
wave radio does listen to the 
BBC—South Vietnam under 
the old regime was a ca.se in 
point. As a Bintish journalist 
one could go into soma re¬ 
mote village and explain 
more or less wlio one was by 
utteriqg the magic sound 
BBC. Almost always there 
were nods of recognition and 
very often, too, a smile. 


British ambassador in Phnom 
Penh when the old regime in 
General Lon Nol was already 
obviously doomed and de¬ 
mented, “is to give them 
aid”). 

The British government’s 
decision to chop tlie BBC’s 
overseas budget reflects these 
attitudes. It is entirely mis¬ 
guided and shows a culpable 
lack of understanding of tiie 
sort of services that Britain 
can best provide the w'orld — 
a moralist might say ought to 
provide the world. 

The only people to get plea¬ 
sure fiom tiiese cuts ai'e gov¬ 
ernments throughout the 
world who believe their sub¬ 
jects slxwild know only what 
they, the government, judges 
good for them. The losers are 
the many listeners throughout 
the world who are humanly 
curious and believe they have 
the right to know what is 
going on around their planet. 


There was a time when the 
Commem saw and admired 
him as a man big enough to 
admit error. 

But more recently such a 
confession has been beyond 
him. 

And wrong or right, in pride 
or petulance he has refused 
admission of anything less 
than truth and accuracy. 

He has been diallenged on 
both values by many, includ¬ 
ing former Prime Ministei* 
Diefenbaker, former NDP 
Leader David hewn, ex- 
Tradc Minister George Hees, 
G n t a r i o cabinet minister 
Allan Grossman, Conservative 
Leader Stanfield, Alberta 
Conservative MP Jack 
Homer, and Social Credit 
Leader Real Caouette, to list 
some. 

And only once has be admit¬ 
ted error. 

He went even further — he 
apologized. 

It has become regarded as 
an historic parliamentary oc¬ 
casion, and Mr. Diefenbaker, 
who was Involved in the in¬ 
cident, since has reminded 
the prime minister — to no 
avail — of his self-confessed 
fallibility. 


Since that one moment of 
confession tlie prime min¬ 
ister’s word has come into 
such .doubt that Dief often 
shafts him with the question: 
“Is it true or is it Trudeau?” 

The prime minister’s re¬ 
markable admission of less 
than perfection, and his apolo¬ 
gy, came as the result of a 
question by Dief about receipt 
of a letter from Lucien Saul¬ 
nier, then chairman of the ex¬ 
ecutive council of Montreal. 

Chairman Saulnier had 
written to the pi'imc minister 


warning him that certain 
members of the federal Com¬ 
pany frf Young Canadians 
were invedved In subversive 
activities with the terrorists 
of the FLQ, the Quebec Liber¬ 
ation Front. 

Here’s how the questioning 
in the Commons proceeded: 

Dief: Did the prime min¬ 
ister receive such a letter, 
will he table it in the House, 
and did he in consequence in¬ 
struct the RCMP to inves¬ 
tigate? 

, The prime minister: I can¬ 
not remember ever having 
read such a letter ... I may 
s'ay tiiat no such letter was 
ever sent or received. 

Dief: Sometimes people for¬ 
get, even In matters erf great 
consequence. Would the prime 
minister have a teardi of the 
files made to see whether 
such a letter was received? 

The PM: Surely the letter is 
hypothetical. 

Dief: Not as far as Mr. 


And there it was. A flat de¬ 
nial. Not only had he not re¬ 
ceived the letter, swore the 
prime minister, but **no such 
letter was ever sent.” 

Gnly hours later — presum¬ 
ably because a staff member 
may have alerted him — the 
prime minister admitted he 
had been altogether and total¬ 
ly wrong. 

He may have been w'orried, 
too, by an awareness that 
Dief never, ever asks a ques¬ 


tion in the Commons without 
knowing the answer in ad¬ 
vance. 

“In reply to questions asked 
of me by the Riglht Honorable 
Member for Prince Albert 
(Mr. Diefenbaker) as to 
whether I had received a let¬ 
ter from Mr. Saulnier with re¬ 
spect to activities of tlie Com¬ 
pany of Young Canadians, I 
replied in the negative,” the 
prime minister reminded the 
astonished House. 

"Notwithstanding the admo¬ 
nitions of the Right Honorable 
gentleman that memories can 
be faulty. I nevertheless in¬ 
sisted I knew of no such let¬ 
ter. 

“I should have heeded tha 
wise counsel of the Right Hon¬ 
orable gentleman. Gn exami¬ 
nation of my files I find that 
Mr. Saulnier did indeed write 
me such a letter. 

“I wish to apologize to the 
House and to the Right Honor¬ 
able Member.. 

And Trudeau history thus 
was made. 


Freedom for 75,0()0 
hungry islanders 

Another tiny nation was added to the world list of In¬ 
dependent eountries on July 13 when 8ao Tome and Principe 
gained their freedom from Portuguese rule. Colin Legum 
deecril^ the tough future failing these tiny Atlantic Islands. 


The small Atlantic Ocean archipelago of 
Sao Tome and Principe is the fourth of Por¬ 
tugal’^ five African colonies to achieve its in¬ 
dependence. This leaves only the bigge.st and 
wealtiiiest of tJie former colonies — Angola 
- left to face an uncertain independence on 
November 11. 

• Lying off thilcoast of Nigeria and Gabon, 
Sao Tome and Principe have been under Por¬ 
tuguese rule for almost five centuries. They 
were originally developed as staging posts 
for the slave trade to Brazil and the West 
Indies. But after a slave revolt in 1530, the 
islands were turned into successful sugar¬ 
cane and cocoa plantations. 

They have largely retained their feudal 
plantation character ever since — despite a 
blistering exposure in 1906 of conditions on 
the plantations by the British campaigner. 
Henry Nevinson, in hi^ famous book, A Mod¬ 
ern Slaveiy. It led to an international boycott 
of Sao Tome c«Jcoa. 

The larger island, Sao Tome, has a popu¬ 
lation of under 70,000, while Principe has 
only about 5,000 inhabitants. 'There are about 
3.000 Portuguese settlers, and migrant 
workers conWbute another 20,000 to the pop¬ 
ulation. 

Many Portuguese opposed to black rule 
have already begun to leave the archipelago. 
About 90 per cent of the best land was owned 
by 28 Portuguese companies, largely con¬ 


trolled by the Banco Nacional THtramarino 
and the"‘Gompanhia Uniao Fabril — both of 
which w’ere rtatlonalized in Portugal alter the 
1974 re\ olution. 

Poverty is endemic. The average calorie 
intake of the islanders is 665 less than the 
minimum 2,400 established by the UN Food 
and Agriculture Organization. 

AltiKHJgh the new independence go\'em- 
ment has begun to nationalize the land with a 
view to improving agricultural production, 
the new repniblic faces an immediately 
catastrophic economic situation due to de¬ 
clining cocoa production and shrinking trade. 

Because of the repressive Portuguese co¬ 
lonial policy, local ix>litical activity began 
only in 1960 when the Committee for the Lib¬ 
eration of Sao Tome and Principe (CLSTTP) 
was fcMined in Ghana. It successfully organ¬ 
ized a strike among the pJantalion wori*ers in 
1963. . 

In 1972 the CLSTP transformed itself at a 
conference held in Guinea into the Movement 
for the Liberation of Sao Tome and Principe 
(MLSP) w’hich has now formed the new in¬ 
dependence government. Its main base was 
in nefmby Gabon. 

*1116 movement also established a legal po¬ 
litical movement in the archipelago, the Pro- 
Liberation Movement Association, headed by 
the nationalist poet Alda do Espirito Santo, 
who is a minister in the new government. 
Tlie prime minister is Leonel de Alva.

If one believes tiial it is 
good for people to be w’cll-in- 
formed then it follow's that the 
BBC is providing an invalu¬ 
able service to tlioae parts of 
the world (which means most 
of the world) where accurate, 
unexpurgated information is 
hard to come by. And one 
wonders whether any aid pro¬ 
gram financed by the British 
government, apart from those 
direct]^ concerned with the 
relief of famine, flood and 
other disasters, rivals the 
value of the BBC’s work. 

Unfortunately the British 
government can scarcely cal) 
the overseas broadcasts "aid” 
since many of the govei*n- 
ments in the listening coun¬ 
ties might prefer not to re¬ 
ceive them. British diplomats 
are unlikely to fight hard for 
the BBC when they get more

You'ro dining In a cosy 
French restaurant. The 
aroma of shrimp a la creole 
wafts from your plate. 

Freshly prepared cuisine? 
NO — warmed-up, pre¬ 
prepared food flown in frozen 
from a central kitchen in a 
distant ci^ty. 

Unethical? Ye*, say veteran 
ccRisumer advocates across 
the U.S. No, say restaurant 
and frozen food industry 
spokesmen who claim frozen, 
pre-prepared food is as tasty 
as fresh-cooked. 

Consumer advocates in San 
Francisco. New York, Boston, 


and Miami claim the increase 
in frozen foods sA^ed at res¬ 
taurants is deceptive to both 
palate and purse. 

“It’s deception for the con- 
.sumer to be paying $10 or $lf> 
for ‘gourmet food’ when, in 
fact, the restaurant could be 
paying <Mily a $1 for It by the 
plastic pouch,’’ says Barry 
Wax, senior policy analyst for 
die Massachusetts Consumers 
C^ouneiJ. 

The council wants restau¬ 
rant owners to indicate on 
their menus if they serve pre¬ 
prepared food, Wax^says. 

Although few restaurants 
use frozen food exclusively, 
“more than 25 percent’’ of all 
restaurants In the U.S. use it 


in main courses, up 5 per cent 
from five years ago, say.s 
Jerry Greenfield, spokesman 
for the National Restaurant 
Association (.NRSA) in Chica¬ 
go 

The NIU\ has fought local 
legislation in San Francisco 
which would require the 
words “frozen, pre-prepared. 
off-the*premises’’ on menu.s 
tliat offer frozen entrees. ’Tlie 
NRA opposes suc*h a require¬ 
ment because, spokesmen 
say, the problem of identifica¬ 
tion could mushroom to in¬ 
clude other items such as 
canned goods. 

'Fhe benefits of fi*ozen, pre¬ 
prepared fbod, the NRA and 
many restaurant owners 
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claim, include tighter “quali¬ 
ty control’’ of food as well as 
lower priee.s because of labor 
8a\ings. 

“The frozen lood may taste 
almost like fresh but I’m ag¬ 
gravated by going imo a res¬ 
taurant and paying a pre¬ 
mium price for a fast food 
item,” says Stephanie Gray, a 


consumer affaii*s specialasi 
with the federal Food and 
Drug Administratis tFDA) 
in Boston. 

Katherine Harris, director 
of food management for the 
Stouffer Food Corporation’s 
posh “Top of the Hub” res- 
tuarani in Baston, asserts: 
“People who eat frozen food 


here don’t know what they 
are getting” fre.sh or fro¬ 
zen. 

f'or the second consecutive 
year, the president of the San 
Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors, Diane Feinstem, re- 
<ently introduced legislation 
in that city to require res¬ 
taurants m indicate on their 


menus what is pre-prepared 
and what is freshly piepared 
food. 

In New York City, Council¬ 
man Carter Burden has in¬ 
troduced similar legLslation. 
That bill, currently before a 
City Council c-ommittee, has 
not met major oppostion from 
the restaurant industry and 
could well pa.ss, he says. 


Meanwhile, Jacques .\oe, 
chef and director of research 
and development at a supplier 
of frozen-food dinners to New 
England rcsturante, says 
“business Is really growing." 
Beef Wellington and duckling 
are especially big sellei’s now.

Jet fighter’s superiority key

France's Tilirage F1-M53. 
according to a European air 
expert, is a “splendid sun¬ 
set.” The General Dynamics 
F-16, he added, is a “beautiful 
Kunrisc.” 

That comment, to a consid¬ 
erable extent, explains why 
the United States aircraft won 
the sales battle for the so- 
called "arms deal of the cen¬ 
tury.’’ 

In other words, the F-16 
was the sujjerior plane. 

That was apparently a key 
factor in the Belgian decision 
last month to buy 102 of the 
F-16s worth about $622 mil¬ 
lion. 'Hiat decision ebnehed a 
joint agreement with the 
.Netherlands, Denmark and 
Norway ftn*»a total of 306 air¬ 
craft. ’The U.S. air force 
want! at least 650. 

Worldwide fenal total sales, 
ft la estimated, would reach 
.3.000 fbr a value of more than 
$18 billion ’That will make it 
the biggest series of deals in 
the history of the aircraft in¬ 
dustry. 


Here ai-e some of die design 
features, in the view^ of Gen¬ 
eral Dynamics people here, 
which make the aircraft at¬ 
tractive: 

• It has “fly by wire” 
flight control. Wires faxim four 
computers transmit electronic 
commands — as vs. mechani¬ 
cal links—to the control sur¬ 
faces of the aircraft. 

Bhen the pilot gives the air¬ 
craft basic instructions with 
his controls, the computer 
changes the control surfaces 
to minimize wind drag and 
alter the center of gravity of 
the aircraft. This gives the 
craft enormous manf>eu\era- 
bility, a major asset for a 
fighter plane, 

• The body of the aircraft 
is designed as part of the lift¬ 
ing surface. This improves 
the plane’s efficiency and re¬ 
duced weight. 

• Using knowledge ob¬ 
tained from its space re¬ 
search, General Dynamics de¬ 
signed a “high G coclyiit.’’ 
'The pilot sits In a reclining 
position that enables him to 
withstand 1.5 to 2 Gs (one G 


IS the force of gravity) more 
in than in other aircraft. 

This enables the pilot to 
take a tighter turn without 
blacking out as centrifugal 
force pushed blood from his 
brain. 

• Tlie F-16 has a good 
fuel-consumption perform¬ 
ance. It consumes about 20 
per cent less fuel than its 
Mirage competitor. 

• The aircraft itself prom¬ 
ises to be relatively cheap — 
alx)ut $6 million apiece. 'This 
was possible for General Dy¬ 
namics because of the huge 
sales already assured to the 
r S. Air Force (650 planes.) 

Reports from Paris indicate 


that even the French air torce 
is reluctant to buy the Das¬ 
sault Mh'age. It has ai^arent- 
ly set its sights on a futuristic 
ACF (avion de combat futur), 
a twin-engined, low-level 
fighter-bomber unveiled 18 
months ago as a protot>T)e by 
Dassault, It would be ready 
for service in the'early 1980s 
if the project is pushed along. 

Deliveries of the General 
D>-namics plane to the U.S. 
air force are to start about 
m id-1978 and to the four Euro¬ 
pean air forces early in 1979.

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Legal restraints hamper 
telling of complete story

Let’s take the hypothetical case of a man who is anested 
near a children’s area in Greater Victoria and admits he lias 
molested or exposed himiself to at least 50 children over a 
relatively ^rt period of time. 

Suppose police check back to find an alarming fact 
only a few cases were reported by the parents w'hen they 
happened. In the majarity of these cases, the parents either 
didn’t know of possible psychological harm to Dieir children 
or didn’t tell ixilice so others could be warned 
★ ★ ★ 

That is a sickening situation, and not just because of 
harm to children or reluctance .of parents. If it did hapj)en. a 
newspaper could not say so because of possible fire judice to a 
possible jury trial for the man. 

Let’s make that even more clear. The law prev'ents the 
newspaper from wairning others and the newsjiaper wouldn’t 
report the otlier cases even if tlie police did—that’s far 

tilings could go in protecting the accused person. 

The Colonist revently published a Page 5 article on limi¬ 
tations placed on background reporting of crime stories wiien 
they get to court. 'The hypothetical ease aboi e is only one of 
many examples of similar limits even before the stories 
reach court. 

As the Colonist’s reporter on the police and street-level 
court beats, one of the questions I hear most often goes some¬ 
thing like this: “What really happened in the X case?”

But lai^'ers. editoi> and rP|X)iters agreed the hints had 
to go. Fii'.st<of all, there are the laws of liliel. Second, even if 
the suspect is on the otlier side of tlie world, how can a news 
paper print a name when (Kilice can’t prove it? 

It can neither print a name nor tell Uie publit vshich 
wants to know. So the ‘ accused’’ gets a break again and the 
theories must await a look-back article in The Islander maga¬ 
zine a century from now. 'Only then will it be fair to tell. 

Here ai-e some other examples of background-reporting 
limits imposed at pre-court levels by legal considei'ations. 
The stories may or may not be hypothetical — it’s not fair for 
me to tell:

• Imagine a case of a man in his 208 raping a 13-year- 
old girl, dumping her fixim a building and leaving her for 
dead, which she w’asn’t. He is sentenced to 10 yeai's, which 
can be reported. He is beaten in jail (liefore trial) by other 
inmates who hate child-maimers and loses a testicle in the 
beating, which is not reportecl. Shouldn’t the public lie told? 

• Or imagine a man knifing another man in what he 
says is a struggle but police claim is a robbery. He is sen¬ 
tenced, which can be reported. He is also knowTi by (xilice 
and court habituees as a ^veteran in using a knife and it’s 
been said for years that he would kUl someone someday, 
which Is not reported Shouldn’t the jMiblic be told? 

• Or Imagine a man in his 2(ls ai^|intle<l in a i a>c of 


aireratl ordered in EuiT>pe is 
to be undertaken on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

In addition, tlie European 
factories are to get 10 per cent 
of the value of the U.S. air 
force order and up to 15 pei- 
cent of the value of any ‘‘third 
country’’ orders. 

Ironically, here in Belgium 
a subsidiary of Dassault will 
receive large subcontracts 
from Cieneral Dynamics.

procurement.

Recruiting soldiers easy 
for Red Chinese army

\Miat does a Chinese lad 
want to do most? Get into the 
army, of course. 

While young people in the 
West often are turned off on 
things military, China has ho 
trouble luring volunteers for 
the People’s Liberation Army 
(PLA), estimated to be three 
milli<m men strcaig. There ap¬ 
parently are more romance 
and adventure in Army life 
than in bein.g sent into the 
countryside to haul manure 
and plow paddies. 

“Many more youths want to 
.join than we can accept.” 
said Chen'Yao-kui, deputy po- 
1 i t i c a 1 officer of the 
I2,000-man 179th Infantry Di¬ 
vision. “We take only those 
who are physically fit, have 
proven to be good workers, 
and have a high political con¬ 
sciousness.’* 


Today the PLA ap^pears to 
be turning its energies more 
toward being just an army 
rather than a political watch¬ 
dog. 

Aftei* the ujiheavals of the 
Cultural Revolution the sol¬ 
diers were sent into the fac¬ 
tories, communes, and univer¬ 
sities to restore order. They 
stayed on for years, but evi¬ 
dence grows that they have 
returned to the barracks as 
the party has resumed control 
over the civilian sector. 

Occa.sionally one sees PLA 
stationed at the entrance to a 
hotel Qi’ a public institution. 

It is impossible to learn 
what kind of military force 
China is building, for such 
things are not talked aboui 
publicly. Bui Western schol¬ 
ars think that a debate is still 
going on between the Maoists, 
who seek to develop a strong 
professional army and the 


more radical communists w+io 
want a “people’s army” with 
strong ideological indoctrina¬ 
tion. 

The proud 179th. headquar¬ 
tered about 20 miles outside 
Nanking, seems ‘o be a blend 
of the two. Visiting journalists 
w'ere impressed by tlie dis¬ 
play of firing pow er pul on by 
crack battalions, w'ho shouted 
'Kill! KHl! ’ as they crisph 
canned out their driUs. 

.At. the same time army rou¬ 
tine is heavy with politics. 
Deputy division commandei- 
Iz Yuan-hsi and the soldier'^ 
spend roughly 70 ijercent of 
their time for militaiy train¬ 
ing and 30 percent for politi¬ 
cal study. The goal of the 
PLA. as he put it. is to bt “a 
fighting force, a productive 
force, and a propaganda 
team ’ 
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serious wounding because the wounded person doesn’t show 
up to testify. This is reported and so is the fact ttie man lias 
been held in custody for many months owing to inabllty to 
raise bail. Shouldn’t it also be reported that the two men 
settled their differences before trial? And that the delay of 
many months was the accused man’s own fault? 

Consideration of lesser limits on reporting could start 
with shoplifting, where my experience has been that shoplift¬ 
ers and their families are so anxious to avoid shame and 
blame that they might rather be knifed than caught stealing. 

Supposing a shoplifter is the daughter a cabinet 
minister or. for tliat matter, tlie son of a newsi)a]>erman. If 
the parent is well known, wliy should that lie |>art of the 
story? 

Names may make news but there already is a name in 
tl>;it story and a persjn who had nothing to do with the 
Clime should not be victimized simply because of fame. 

I'here is a fine line here. Take the surviving driver who is 
not to blame lor a fatal traffic accident, or the bank teller 
who is roblied? Should they be named?

in Uiis case, tlie answer is yes, as long as drive] and 
teller are not blamed in print. Newsjiapet's might as well not 
pi-im such stories without all names liecause we could just as 
easily ha\e made up the stories. 

(The Colonist w'ould like to advise the four anonymou.s 
bank workers who chided us. in a pleasant letter, about 
publication of tellers’ names that we will continue to print 
them. And this has nothing to do with the attitude of a Vic¬ 
toria bank manager who liarred a newspaperman from a 
bomb-threat scene while allowing TV* capiera.s inside. We 
admit we can’t pul a manager on the .i .30 news so his family 
can see him.) 

I v an think of only one case of background-reporting 
liiiiits in recent years where tlie accused person con be 
iMmed. and tliat was l*ecause police .said the man tliey were 
.xeeking for a doitlJe alxtiiclion last spring was Daniel Bnd- 
ley Cain. 

I’olice handled tlie rnaiier well and held nothing hack 
from newsmen. The limits in the (’ain case are still only lu- 
lure iKissihilities. 

Most people are aware the homes ol Greater Victoria 
contain hundreds of radios on which police calls can be heard 
when the legality of those radios is in question. They are 
(irobably not aware the police chiefs of Greater Victoria are 
talking about scramblei*s for all calls and have been pricing 
sophisticated squelching equipment. 

if this becomes reality, police radios in newsrooms as 
well as honie.s will be affected. Tlie public will lie in the dark 
about what police are doing, which too many policemen seem 
to want. The public and its press ear won’t know about 
crimes until someone decides they can be told. If ever. 

Funny how- close that is the situation of the CIA and the 
U.S. politicians who say there are things the public, must 
never know. 

I’m acquainted with many policemen and [xiUticians who 
sceni able to handle both their jobs and the pres.s. It could 
even be claimed that handling the press i.s part of the i<»b ImiI 
the point is. why can’t they all do it?

OTTAWA (CP) — Canada’s 
loss on foreign trade in mer¬ 
chandise during the first half 
of the year totalled $704 mil- 
li<»i, the worst deficit ever. 
Statistics Canada reported 
Friday. 

Tile six-month period ended 
with the largest monthly defi¬ 
cit so far this year of $213 
mi}li(xi in June. TTiis is calcu- 
1 a t e d on a balance-of- 
payments basis, which mea¬ 
sures trade movements at the 
time payments are made or 
received. 

The June deterioration re¬ 
sulted from an U-per-cent in¬ 
crease in imports — with au- 
tamoti\’e producls responsible 
for almost half the increase — 
wiiile exports rose only. 3 per 
cent. June imparts totalled 
$2,982 billion compared with 
exports of $2,769 billion. 

Because of a relatively good 
performance in April and 
May. however, the second- 
quarter deficit of $182 million 
was only about one-third of 
the $522 million deficit in the 
first three m<Miths of the year. 
In the first quarter, West 
Coast port strikes interrupted 
grain deliveries and exports 
of crude oil. himber and au¬ 
tomotive products was down. 


'Hie first-haif deficit of $704 
million compares with a 
$1.317-bmion surplus in the 
first six months of 1974. The 
merchandi.se trade balance 
declined through last year but 
1974 ended with a surplus of 
$1.53 billicm. 

Previous to this year, Cana¬ 
da enjoyed 14 years of sur¬ 
pluses in merchandise trade 
following deficits in the 1950s

Berger also recommends 
the introduction of new legis¬ 
lation to govern what he 
terms "non-identifying infor¬ 
mation" and "identifying in¬ 
formation." 

On non-identifying informa¬ 
tion, Berger states that a 
written summary of all rele¬ 
vant material gathered on a 
child being placed for adop¬ 
tion should be prov’ided the 
On non-ldcntifylng Informa- 
adopUve parents at the time 
of placement. The same back¬ 
ground material should be re¬ 
troactively available to people 
who have adopted in the past. 

In the same way, Berger 
says a non-identify^g sum¬ 
mary of background informa¬ 
tion should be readily avail¬ 
able to an adopted child if and 
when requested. 

On the touchy problem of 
identifying information, infor- 
niation which would permit 
an adopted child to trace his 
OP her natural parents, the 
Berger report steers a delica¬ 
te middle course. 

Having established that an 
adopted child should at the 
age of majority have the right 
to kTKAv its natural ancestrj', 
the Berger report admits that 
the issue is far more compli¬ 
cated than just "the right to 
know’.” 

It points out that over a 
19-year time span the sudden 
appearance of an adopted 
child could create emotional 
havoc for a natural mother 
and any new’ family acquired 
since placing the child for 
adoption years before. 

As the adoption law’s now’ 
stand, anyone, including tlie 
adopted person, can apply to 
the attorney general for 
access to the files for the pur¬ 
pose of identifying natural 
parents. But those applica¬ 
tions are, except in exception¬ 
al circumstances, largely ig- 
noi*ed and left to gather dust. 

Berger suggests that the 
law’ be changed so that only 
on application to, and approv¬ 
al by a Supreme Court judge, 
could identifying background 
material be made available. 

Even then, the report 
states, the judge w’ould have 
to be completely satisfied that 
the "disclosing of the identity 
of natural parents is essential 
to tlie emotional growth and

If tlie adopted child is 
curious about its natural 
parents it should, at any age, 
be able to make application to 
a Supronie Court judge for in¬ 
formation on its natural 
pai*ents, the report states. But 
if the child is under the age of 
ma.jority that application 
could only be, made w’ith the 
approval of the adopting 
liarents. The report adds that 
such approval should "not un¬ 
reasonably be withheld."

Less than two clays after 
Ijolicc scereicii a voice-trans¬ 
mitting device in a car Api'il 
21 in Victoria, receiving 
equipment became useless for 
more than 24 houre, an RCMP 
officer stationed at Victoria 
ixjlice heudquart^ testified 
Friday. 

Constable Rc^bert Wall was 
the 2 ath and last prosecution 
witness called In the "bugging 
gear" trial at Victoria Pixnin- 
cial Court which is considered 
the first court test of Cana¬ 
da’s 1974 eavesdropping law. 

Wall and one other prosecu-' 
lion witness are to complete 
testimony Monday when pros¬ 
ecutor J. W. Anderson will 
also attempt to present to 
Judge William Ostler the last 
of six tape recordings which 
are the bulk of his case. 


The tape was I'ecoixled on l, 
the evening of April 25. Pre¬ 
vious.-testimony in tile five- 
day trial told of a three-lwur 
cperalicn involving eight po 
licemen in five vehicles Apiil 
25 which ended with the 
arrests of two men in a car 
stopped in the 400 block Belle¬ 
ville. 

The tiial is of a two-count 
chai'ge against James Archie 
Hancock, 33, and Gilles Paul 
Y*roulx, 30, of conspiracy be¬ 
tween April 1 and 25 to com¬ 
mit armed robl)eiy at one 
store in Esquimalt and one in 
Victoria. 

It is being conducted as a 
trial within a trial leading to 
a final ruling by Ostler on the 
admissibility of the contents 
of the tapes and other evi¬ 
dence. and is pxpe<ned to go 


at least one day, beyond its 
scheduled end Tue.sday. 

Lawyer Cecil Branson has 
told newsmen the defence 
would not object to reporting 
of legal rulings and brief sum¬ 
maries of other evidence.

He said there 
was "no audio surveillance” 
until some e<iuipment was ob¬ 
tained from Victoria RCMP 
on the afternoon of April 24.

communications, was delayed 
tf> .Monday after he spoke 
about surveillance aefivities 
April 10 to 24. 

Six other policemen testi¬ 
fied during the day about 
investigation before wiretaps 
w’ere authorized April U, sur¬ 
veillance or wxjrk on the even¬ 
ing of April 25. 

Victoria Sgt. Ernest Bennett 
testified alwut information he 
received before April 11, Vic¬ 
toria Constable Robert Mac¬ 
donald told of listening to 
voices on tlie evening of April 
25 and RCNiP Constable John 
Pliszka spoke of his i»art in 
the arrests. 

Pliszka testified he pointed 
a loaded 12 -gauge shotgun at 
a man on the passenger side 
of the caj- sto|)|>ed on Belle- 
vrlle.

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Apollo creuj leaving USS New Orleans on way to hospital 

Astronauts admitted 
to Honolulu hospital 


HONOLULU. Hawaii (AP) 
— The three Apollo astronauts 
were admitted to hospital in 
the Tripler Army Hospital 
Friday for treatment of lung 
irritation caused by inhaling 
gas that filled the spacecraft 
during its return to earth 
Thursday. 

Astronauts Thomas Staf¬ 
ford. Vance Brand and Don¬ 
ald Slayton are in “no imme¬ 
diate danger,” doctors said, 
adding that hospital treat¬ 
ment is necessary to deter¬ 
mine the extent of the irrita¬ 
tion. ^ 

The a.stronauts were de¬ 
scribed as “happy and smil¬ 
ing” as they entered the hos¬ 
pital. Officials said Ifiey were 
taken to an intensKe-caie unit 
but only because of equipment 
available there for their treat¬ 
ment. 

Stafford, the spacecraft 
commander, asked officials to 
notify the astronauts’ wives 
and “tell them, we’re feeling 
pretty good.” 

Officials said the a.stronaut.s 
were exposed to a gas, possi¬ 
bly a rocket fuel oxidi.ser 
known as nitrogen tetraoxide, 
for nine to 11 minutes as their 
spacecraft fell toward a Pa¬ 
cific Ocean splashdown 330 
miles west of Honolulu. 

Nitrogen tetraoxide is de¬ 
scribed in medical books as 
“one of tire most instidious 
gases ’’ which c^n cause only 
slight pain upon initial contact

India arrests 
top journalist 


NEW DELHI (AP) — The 
Indian government arrested 
leading journalist Kuldip 
Nayar on Friday in the sec¬ 
ond such action against an In¬ 
dian journalist since Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi de¬ 
clared a state of emergency, 
imposing censorship and su¬ 
spending most civil liberties. 

Nayar, 51, is a columnisi 
with the Indian Express and 
editor of its news service as 
well as a part-time corre- 
.sfxxident for the 'Times of 
London. He was arrested on 
chaiifees of being a threat to 
the country’s internal securi¬ 
ty. 


The first senior Journalist 
arrested was H. R. Malkani, 
'editor of the Motherland, an 
oigan of the right-wing Hindu 
nationalist Jana Sangh parly. 
He was detained June 26, the 
morning the emergency was 
proclaimed. 

Tlie censorship regulations, 
bar publication or hroadoast 
of names of persons arrested 
under the emergency, which 
Mrs. Gandhi said was re¬ 
quired to combat a threat to 
internal security, but Nayar’s 
arrest spread rapidly by word 
of mouth through New Delhi.

^Incentives needed in public service^ 


Study urges new pay system 


OTTAWA (CP)^ — A special 
advisoiy group with a majori¬ 
ty of its members from the 


business sector has recom¬ 
mended a revised pay system 
for senior public service exec¬ 
utives that would pixnide 
greater incentive for better 
job performance. 

The group, in a report re¬ 
leased Friday, also said the 
government has been too gen¬ 
erous in pensions to senior of¬ 
ficials and warned against the 
possibility of excessively 
rapid growth in the executive 
job categories. 

The, gov^nin\ent, as em¬ 
ployer* sheuW be given the 
right to' force early retirement 
in some instances, the report 
says. 

The report proposes inr 
creases in senior executive 
salaries ranging between 7.6 


and 1^.7 per cent, with the 
larger raises coming at the 
upper end of the scale to pro¬ 
vide greater incentives. 

The salary range should be 
raised to a minimum of 
$27,500 and a maximum of 
$66,000 to make up a lag 
which had become unaccepta¬ 
ble last April 1, it says. At 
present, salaries range from 
$25,500 to $60,000. 

The group, set up In 1968, 
includes Allen Lambert, chief 
executive officer of the Toron- 
to-Dominion Bank; A. J. de 
Grandpre, president ^of Bell 
Canada; A. S. Leach, chair¬ 
man of Federal Industries Li¬ 
mited; Dr. J. J. Deutsch of 
Queen’s University and Dr. 
Roger Gaudry of the Universi¬ 
ty of Montreal. 


Their report now goes to the 
government, which can 
choose to implement the pro¬ 
posals or not. 

Lambert told a news confer^ 
ence that in some cases se¬ 
nior executives in the public 
service are not being compen¬ 
sated adequately, for above- 
average performance.

Nutritious diet cost 
jumps again in July 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
average cost of a nutritious 
diet for a family of four has 
increased by about 40 cents so 
far this month to $42.30 a 
week, .a jump of nine-tenths of 
one per cent from June, the 
food prices review board said 
Friday. 

The board said tlie July 
cost, computed from a 12-city 
sui’vey in the first three 
weeks of the month, was up $1 
or 2.4 per cent from the 
average cost of $41.50 during 
the three months April-June. 

There have been substantial 
increases in the prices of 
e^s, fresh vegetables and 
pork in recent weeks although 
the rapid rate of beef price 
increases in May and June 
slowed in July, the board 
said.

Peru 
grabs 
U.S. firm 


LIMA, Peru (UPI) — The 
United States expects the 
Peru military government to 
negotiate fair compensation 
for the nationalized proper¬ 
ties of the Marcona Mining 
Co., an American embas.sy 
spokesman said Friday. 

Gen. Jorge Fernandez Mal¬ 
donado, Peru’s minister of 
mines, announced the take¬ 
over of the mining corpora¬ 
tion Thursday and accused 
Marcona of cheating the 
country. 

’The American embassy’s 
optimism was not shared in 
the American business com¬ 
munity here because of the 
harsh criticism of Marcona 
that accompanied Mal¬ 
donado’s announcement. 

Marcona . —* jointly owned 
by two California corpora¬ 
tions, Qiirus Mines and Flour 
Utah — had tried unsucce.ss- 
fully for the past, three years 
to get the government permis¬ 
sion to expand its Peruvian 
operations. 

'The takeover w'as the latest 
move of the socialist-minded 
government to bring basic in¬ 
dustries under state control. 
On Jan. 1, 1974, the regime 
nationalized Cerro de Pasco, 
a non-ferrous metals mining 
company.

Actually Ca¬ 
nadians spend an average of 
abput 43 per cent more than 
necessary primsu'ily because 
of greater emphasis dh meat, 
prepared foods andlsweets. 

'The board’s diet places 
more emphasis on fruit and 
vegetables and less on meat. 
For example, Canadians last 
year spent 38 per cent of their 
food budget on meat while the 
board says 24 per cent would 
be adequate for proper nutri¬ 
tion. 

The average consumer 
spends only 18 per cent of th 
the fcxxl budget on fruit and 
vegetables. ’Tlie board recom¬ 
mends 29 per cent. 

Cost of the diet has risen 
steadily since the board began 
taking a survey last fail. The 
average national cost in tlie 
three months October- 
December, 1974 was $39.60 a 


week and the January-March 
cost was $40.70.

Dockyard 
regains .

Mediation will begin again 
Monday In the dispute be¬ 
tween the federal government 
and the Dockyard Trades and 
Labor Council vdiich has led 
to a seven^week series of ro¬ 
tating strikes.

Meanwhile. confidential 
company documents show 
Ford Motor Co. approved 33 
“extended policy programs” 
bebveen 1971 and 1973 that 
•cost it $24.8 million. The infor¬ 
mation is contained in three 
documents that were sent an¬ 
onymously to Ralph Nader’s 
Washington-based Centre for 
Automotive Safety. 

Ford Motor Go. of Canada 
generally applies similar poli¬ 
cies to its products sold in 
Canada. 

All the major auto compa¬ 
nies say they operate similar 
secret programs to make re¬ 
pairs free or on a part- 
payment basis for specific 
jobs after the normal 12 
month8-12,000 miles warranty 
expires. But they do not make 
this information public, and 
generally extend them only to 
customers who ask for them, 
or who protest loudly. 

The auto companies call 
these special repairs part of 
“a goodwill program” and 
refuse to admit they are e.x- 
tensions of the normal wiar- 
ranty. Howevw, the Montreal- 
based Automobile Pi-otection 
Association (APA) claims ibey 
represent “a secret extension 
of the normal warranty.” 

The APA wants the con¬ 
sumer affairs department to 
require the auto companies to 
file any special adjustment 
bulletins or extended policy 
programs with the depart¬ 
ment. The information could 
then be made pbtitic through 
the department’s monthly 
publication, Oxisumer Con¬ 
tact 

The consumer affali's de¬ 
partment has completed a 
study of the issue, and it now 
is in Mr. CXiellel’s hands, a 
spokesman in his office said. 
Tt recommends policy options 
timt might be adopted by the 
department, accoi'ding to a 
n\ember of the department’s 
consumer services branch. 

The Ford company docu¬ 
ments sent to the Centre for 
Auto Safety are summaries 
from meetings of the comr 
pany’s North American au¬ 
tomotive operations quality 
meeting. 

One document, dated Nov'. 
16, 1973, says that in 1971-73 
calendar year period, 33 ex¬ 
tended policy programs were 
approved “amounting to $24.8 
million.” It does not provide a 
breakdown of the specific re¬ 
pairs that these programs 
covered.

DEARBORN, Mich. (AP)- 
Ford Motor Oo. is recalling 
49,740 current model Econo¬ 
line vans and light trucks be¬ 
cause of a possible defect that 
might result in a partial brak¬ 
ing loss. 


Co. of Canada Ltd., said the 
company could not give infor¬ 
mation about the number or 
cost of extended policy pro¬ 
grams operated in Canada. 
But he said Canadian Ford 
owners “are covered by cost- 
service programs which par¬ 
allel those in the U.S.” 

One of the most recent of 
these secret programs that 
became public was one 
operated by Ford Motor Co. 
to cover rust damafee for 1969 
to 1972 models. In the United 
StateSj, Ford made rust re¬ 
pairs free to 69,000 vehicles. 
In Canada, 8,000 oars were re¬ 
paired, but only if customers 
asked for the repairs. 

One of the features of the 
Ford documents obtained by 
the CCTitre for Auto Safety is 
a “special report on car body 
sheet metal corrosion” in the 
Oct. 19, 1973, report. It ac¬ 
knowledges “that there is a 
serious vehicle rust problem 
on our 1969 through 1973 vehi¬ 
cles in a maximum corrosion 
environment.” 

Tbe report also outlines a 
General Product Acceptance 
Specification, which It says 
allows no rust for highly via¬ 
ble panels in one year and in 
two years only that rust that 
can be wiped off. It also says 
no metal perforation on exter¬ 
ior appearance is permissible 
for fi\-e years. 

The report then says Ford 
pitxlucts do not satisfy this 
specification in a severe cor¬ 
rosion environment, although 
they ai*e competitive for the 
one-and two-year require¬ 
ment. 

‘‘However, perforations, 
which is the category of cor- 
rosi(Xi failure highest in cus¬ 
tomer concern, develop from 
one to two years earlier In our 
cars than competition,” the 
report says. It then goes on to 


detail the components most 
subject to corrosion and out¬ 
lines steps that are under way 
to control corrosion in future 
models. 

The report lists several 
areas that are rusting through 
“prior to the five-year GPAS 
requirement” in severe cor¬ 
rosion environments i.e.. fend¬ 
ers, quarter panel and wheel- 
house, station wagon spare 


tire well and deck lid inner 
and outer panel. ^ 

A Ford of Canada spokes¬ 
man says new sealere and 
metal coatings are being de- 
velof)ed to use on mqdels sold 
in severe corrosion areas, 
which he said in Canada in¬ 
cludes “Ontario and any¬ 
where east of it.” 

The APA says it will use the 
Ford company documents in 


cases it plans to start in Que¬ 
bec small claims court for 
Ford owTiers who e.xperience 
early rusting of their cars. 
The documents are also being 
closely studied by the Centre 
for Auto Safety in Washing¬ 
ton.

She said she had been 
cheated out of her winning 
ticket on the track’s ninth- 
race ti'iple bet for May 21, 
1974. 

The triple is a high-return 
betting arrangement^ in which 
the bettor must pick the first, 
second, and third-place finish¬ 
ers in exact order. At other 
tracks it is known as the Tri- 
fecta. 

Acco^dihg to Ms. Grant’s 
complaint, > she went to the 
track that day but had to 


leave early. She said she 
wrote down her picks in each 
of tlie nine races on a piece of 
lavatory paper before leaving. 
She said she gave tlie paper 
and an old. ^vrinkled $20 bill 
to a tCack lavatoiy matron, 
Evelyn Jones, 47^ with a re¬ 
quest that Ms. Jones place the 
$2 bets as listed for her. She 
said Ms. Jones consented. 

The next day or so she 
learned th'at her triple bet had 
paid off and \ was worth $5,050, 


Ms. Grant said, so she went to 
the track to get her winning 
ticket from the matron. But 
she said that Ms. Jones told 
her she had not been able to 
place the bets after all and 
tliat Ms. Jones hand^ her 
back her paper with the 
choices and a $20 bill. The 
bill, Ms. Grant said, was a 
new one and not the one she 
had had originally. Ms. Grant 
filed a complaint with the 
track. 


Within about a week, How¬ 
ard R. Graham, 61* a retired 
'restauranteur, tried to cash a 
winning ticket on that triple. 
Graham said he had placed 
his own bet. That ticket was 
the only winning triple ticket 
sold at Window 18. 

Ms. Jones and Graham 
were indicted in January on 
charges of second-degree 
grand larceny and first- 


degree criminal possession of 
stolen property. 

A computer printout of bets 
placed at Window 18 on May 
21, 1974, s^nved that the pre¬ 
cise series of 27 betting 
choices noted on Ms. Grant’s 
paper had indeed been made 
there. Track personnel also 
testified that the ticket pro¬ 
duced by Graham came from 
Window 18. Assistant-district 
attorney James Boland pro¬ 
duced an e.xpert witness, Hof¬ 


stra mathematics professor 
Sylvia Pines, who said the 
choices of two strangers de¬ 
ciding on their own to bet the 
same 27 choices in sequence 
at the same window the same 
day were 1.000,000,000,000,000.

I tried as hard as 
I could but she has a pretty 
good last 50.” 

Miss Treiber said the race 
was ‘‘the toughest one I’ve 
ever been In.” 

It was Miss Garapick’s sec¬ 
ond medal of the cham¬ 
pionships, She finished third 
behind Miss Richter and Miss 
Treil>er in the 100-metre back¬ 
stroke. 


Miss Garapick was the only 
Canadian to come close to a 
medal Friday night. Wendy 
Cook of Vancouver finished 
eighth in the 200-metres back- 
stroke in 2:26.19.

Total cost of the building 
wiU be $275,000 with Sheffield, 
of 1015 Moss, carrying the 
first mortgage. 

Bartlett is planning a fund¬ 


raising drive that he ho|>es 
yield some $30,000 or 
nearly half the down i>ay- 
ment. 

If this ixjblic money is 
forthcoming, Bartlett says in¬ 
dications are the province’s 
recreational facilities fund 
will come up with the rest. 

But he adds that the prov¬ 
ince wants some assurarice of 
long-term public support to 
enable the society to meet its 


mortgage payments — and it 
doesn’t w^ant protit-making 
craft shops in the building. 

Bartlett says at the moment 
there are four or five crafts¬ 
men on the premises and a 
craft co^>perative with a 
workshop to train wuuld-be 
ci’aftsmon. 

It’s a pity, he says, but he 
thinks the craft shoi« are 
“going to have to leave, we 
can’t afford it.’’

Saanich and Esquimau re¬ 
cently rejected Open Space 
grant applications but the 
centre did receive $1,950 from 
Victoria, $500 from Oak Bay 
and $9,000 from Canada Coun¬ 
cil. 

• Bartlett says he’s not angry 
that the owner has decided to 
sell the building and points' 
out that Sheffield has been 
“very generous” in the past 


and is being “very fair” in 
the sale terms. 

The property would sell 
quite qaaiiy on tlie open mar¬ 
ket, he says. 

Open Space mcliides a 
theatre, an art gallery, an art, 
school and assembly space. 

The centre hosts experi¬ 
mental and established cultur¬ 
al events — it’s Also a useful 
starting point fbr the younger 
performer. 


Says Bartlett; “We are try¬ 
ing to pixjvide a facility and 
an outlet for local performers, 
to provide a proylng ground 
for up and coming performers 
that they can afford.”

“The supply situation is critical and, if 
tliere Is not a reduction in consumption tfiis 
weekend, there wiD be a drastic drop in pres¬ 
sure throughout the system,'* Gibbs said.

Although blind since 1933, 
he was known acros.s the 
country for his contribution to 
Canadian poetry as editor of 
the magazine Contemporary 
Verse, which w’as published in 
Victoria from 1941 to 1952. 

Right up to his most recent 
illness he was visited by 
poets, young and old, as well 
as by members of the legal 
profession in which he had 
practised in Winnipeg. 

Bom in Cobourg, Ont., on 
Aug. 23, 1887, he grew up in 
Holland. Man. His fcaxjed rc- 
Uremen in 1934 brought film 
and his late wife, J«an, to 
West Vancouver, Penticton 
and finally to VictcH*ia.

Hotline created 
for male victims 


SEATTLE (AP) — It could 
be a first-of-a-kind — a 
24-hour telephone hotline for 
male victims of sexual as¬ 
sault. 

The project Is being spon¬ 
sored ^e Gay Community 
Centre and Seattlfe Coun¬ 
selling Services, a King 
County agency. 

The hotline, which Is to 
begin Aug. 1. is partly the 
result of a recent increase in 
the number of seri<xis sexual¬ 
ly-related assaults against 
males, says Chm-k Strago, 
program co-ordinator for the 
counselling service. 

"Our program is fashioned 
after the rape relief pro¬ 
gram," Strago said. "The hot 
line is intended for two basic 
groups. PTrst, for any male 
regardless of sexual orientg- 
tioQ who is sexually assaulted. 

"The second group are sex¬ 
ual minority people - gays, 
trans-sexuals and others — 
who have been assaulted be- 
< ause of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion." 

Strago .said the hotline 
would provide crisis coun¬ 
selling and individual and 
group counselling. 


Italy records 
fewer people 

ROME (AFP) — A declin¬ 
ing birth rate and rising mor¬ 
tality rate have combined to 
cut growth of the Italian ix)p- 
ulation by 4U per cent this 
year. Statistics for the first 
(fuarter .showed a net popula¬ 
tion growth of only 41,979, 
compared with 70,076 in the 
first quarier of last year, 'fhe 
birth rate slipped from 15.6 to 
15.0 per thousand, while 
deaths increased from 10.4 to 
11.9. The population passed 
the 55.766,0()0 mark at the end 
of the quarter. 


"We will go with the victim 
to the police if he wants to file 
a complaint.

Strago said. 

He said the project also 
hopes to help male Jail pris¬ 
oners who ai'e sexually as¬ 
saulted.

solutions she discovered has 
come "The Terrace Gar¬ 
dener’s Handbook" (New 
York: Doubleday & Co., Inc.) 

It’s a treasury of hard-won 
advice to the growing army of 
other city gardeners who must 
cope with the vicissitudes of 
pollution, initial expense, in¬ 
sects, and maintenace. 

"There were dozens of 
books on gardening,” Mrs. 
Yang recalls, "but none 
seemed to be written with me 
and my particular problems 
in mind.” She found there 
was, indeed, a general dearth 
of any kind of written infor¬ 
mation for city terrace enthu¬ 
siasts like herself. That’s why 
she set out to breach the in- 
foration gap and to author a 
book that would give her own 
answers, at least as she had 
worked them out in practice. 

Literature is also available 
from gardening suppl^outlets. 

Some of her shared advice 
comes from the Bnxrfclyn Bo¬ 
tanic Garden, where she took 
all the popular short courses 
in horticulture and where she 
made friends with the ex¬ 
perts. She searched and re¬ 
searched and tried and some¬ 
times failed. 

But out of it all has come 
an extremely helpful book for 
the legion of "confined space” ; 
gardeners who happily con¬ 
tend that a pot of good earth 
and a plant or two can yield 
as mu^ Joy as a veritable 
field of poppies. 

Mrs. Yang says she buys 
only from "local, reputable 
nurserymen who sell quality 
stock mantained in a condi¬ 
tion of obvious health.” It is 
more expensive, she says, but 
worth it. Buy less to begin 
with, she advises, then 
nourish wisely, and be pa¬ 
tient. It takes time to cultivate 
a little plant kingdom high in 
the city sky. 

But she details the whole 
process, and even, generous¬ 
ly, lists all the horticultural 
organizations where one could 
enlist additional aid. and in¬ 
cludes a bibliography of 
suggested reading. 

Another contribution is 
‘‘The Complete Terrace 
Book” by Stanley Schuler 
(New York: Collier Division 
of Macmillan Publishing (Com¬ 
pany, Inc.) which deals wide¬ 
ly with more dow’n-to-earth 
areas. 

For anyorve thinking in terms 
of a present or future outdoor 
living space, this book is a 
gold mine of helpful informa¬ 
tion. It provides a total guide 
to planning, materials and 
construction, wiring and light¬ 
ing, heating and cooling, fur¬ 
nishing, mantaining and re¬ 
pairing. It tells how to deco¬ 
rate, how to plant, and how to 
cook and entertain in your 
outdoor living room. It dis¬ 
cusses how to beat the bugs. 

Several chapters on outdoor 
decks indicate how it is possi¬ 
ble to build your "terrace’' 
out over a steep hillside, on 
top of rocks i^ich are too 
large to remove, around 
trees, bridging streams, out 
over ptmds, over a beach of 
blowing and drifting sand, 
and at various house levels. 

The California Redwood As¬ 
sociation, Dept. N, 617 Mont¬ 
gomery Street. San Francis¬ 
co, 94111, this summer of¬ 
fers a little 50-cent booklet 
called Redwood Decks wliich 
show some interesting ver¬ 
sions made of lower-cost gar¬ 
den grades of wood. A red¬ 
wood deck, says the associa¬ 
tion. can be one of the most 
rewarding of home impn)- 
vements, providing comfort¬ 
able living space, and adding 
real and resale value to prop¬ 
erty.

Pill users risk 
heart attacks 


NEW YORK (AP) — 
Women taking birth control 
pills run a higher risk of heart 
attacks, especially if they 
have other heart risk factors, 
two British studies suggest. 

Cigarette smoking, dia- 
, betes, high blood pressure, 
obesity and high blood choles¬ 
terol are among factors be¬ 
lieved to increase one’s 
chances of premature heart 
attack. 

The risk of heart attack 
among users of oral con¬ 
traceptives ^ppe«r»'4jq times 
higher than in non-users, says 
Dr. Samuel Shapiro of Boston, 
describing the Brlt^h studies 
in the New England Journal 
of Medicine. 

"Further studies are need¬ 
ed. Confinnation of the asso¬ 
ciation is needed.” 

Heart attacks are the great- 
ets killer of North American 
men. The rate of fatal attacks 
among women is one-sixth 
that of men until after meno¬ 
pause, It then rises toward 
the rate of older men. 


The risk was found to be 2.7 
times greater among women 
aged 30 to 39 taking the pill 
and 5.7 times higher among 
women 40 to 44 years old, 
Shapiro writes. This study 
was carried out by Dr. J. L. 
Mann and associates of Ox¬ 
ford University. , 

Older women were also 
found at higher risk in an¬ 
other analysis, by Mann and 
Dr. W. H. W. Inman, of 153 
women under age 50 wbo died 
of coronary attacks. The rela¬ 
tive risk here was 2.8 times 
greater for women 30 to 39, 
and 4.7 for those 40 to 44. 

The rates seem to zoom 
among women already 
possessing other risk factors, 
Shapiro says. 

Oompahed with women hav¬ 
ing no such risk factors, the 
risk was 4.2 times among 
women having dtie-faetor, 10.5 
for those with two fliers and 
78.4 for those with^Vee or 
more factors.

• This has changed in the last 
few' years, said Rev. Paul 
Blancard of St. Andrew’s Ca¬ 
thedral on Friday. 

fY. Blancard does pre-mar¬ 
riage counselling for the peo¬ 
ple of his parish and he ex¬ 
plained the change this way.

Black Muslim 
on drug count 

KANSAS CITY (AP) — A 
man identified as Nathaniel 
Muhammad, 49, a son of the 
founder of the Nation of 
Islam, was aiTested in a drug 
raid. An official of the federal 
Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration said Muhammad, lead¬ 
er of the Kansas City Temple 
of the Nation of Islam — also 
known as the Black Muslims 
- was arrested with James 
Jackson, 38, at Muhammad’s 
home. He said the pair w'as 
charged with sale of heroin to 
an administration undercover 
agent. 


Catholic was asked to agree 
and promise that the children 
of tli^ marriage would be 
raised in the Catholic faith.

"The non-Catholic party is 
no longer required to make 
any formal promises,' written 
or oral. All that is required is 
understanding and good will.” 

Fr. Blancard, quoting from 
the official marriage coun¬ 
selling book, said the Catholic 
paiiy, however, is asked to 
promise that "with God’s help 
I intend to continue living my 
faith in the Catholic church 
and will do all I can to share 
that faith with our children by 
having them baptised and 
reared'as Catholics." 

This really means, he point¬ 
ed out, that the Catholic 
partner must make a sincere 
and serious effort through dia¬ 
logue and reasonable discus¬ 
sion to bring about the Catho¬ 
lic education of their chillren. 

But this does not mean car¬ 
rying the questkm to the point 
of family disunity or threat to 
the marriage, he said. 

The children should also be 
given a clear appreciation of 
the traditions anl beliefs of 
the other marriage partner, 
he added. 

Catholics must still receive 
l>ermission to mariy someone 
outside their faith. This is 
called a dispensation because, 
in the particular case, the 
general rule that Catholics 
should muiTy Catholics is put 
aside or dispensed with. 

Fr. Blancard said the em¬ 
phasis in the new regulations 
is "respect for the individu¬ 
al.” 


"For some, the ability to 
resolve their differences witli- 
out violating their consciences 
may well be an insurmounta¬ 
ble problem.” 

"To enter marriage under • 
these circumstances will ^e- 
\itably bring many crosses 
and for this reason is discour¬ 
aged. 

"For most couples, howev¬ 
er, the mutual effort to under^ 
stand tljeir respective reli¬ 
gious traditions and the 
serious discussion of the difr 
ferences that exist will usual¬ 
ly lead to greater honesty and 
love between them and to a 
better realization of the bases 
of unity." 

Fr. Blancard said he be¬ 
lieves the new regulations 
offer a more realistic and pos¬ 
itive approach to marriage by 
partnere in a mixed marriage 
and also bring to li^t areas 
that need to be studied in 
such a situation.

‘Well-treated’ 
missionary 
prison 


in Viet 


The missionary sister of a 
Victoria man is being treated 
well in a Vietnamese prison 
camp, according to a fellow 
captive. 

Joan Johnson and her hus¬ 
band Rev. Norman Johnson of 
Hamilton, Ont., are named in 
a letter believed to have been 
smuggled out of Vietnam by a 
reporter who had been or¬ 
dered out of Saigon. Mr^. 
Johnson is the sister of Nor¬ 
man Barton, youth minister of 
Emmanuel Baptist Church on 
Cedar Hill Cross Road. 

The letter, written in May 
by 29-year-old student Jay 
Scarborough to his parents in 
Camp Hill, Pa., said the John¬ 
sons were among 11 other 
persons held with him at the 
camp. 

Scarborough’s grand¬ 

mother, Mrs. Fred Tucker, in 
an interview in The Hamilton 
Spectator this week. s»id it 
was believed the letter had 
been smuggled out of Vietnam 
by a deported reporter. 

Tliere were two letters, she 
said, dated May 18 and 20. 

"We know the letters are 
genuine because of many of 
the references in them and 
the fact that he calls me by 
my nickname, Ammy. We 
could also recognize the hand-, 
writing.” 

In one letter Scarttorough 
said the prisoners are being 
“treated well, get enough to 
eat and get enough exercise," 
but he added that they are un¬ 
certain about their future. 

"H'e really don’t know what 
our status is and that’s the 
worrying thing." he' wrote. 
"We don’t know h<A\' Igng 


write to you, much to our 
joy.” 

But a check with the Chris¬ 
tian Missionary Alliance in 
Newr York, for whom the 
Johnsons are working, in¬ 
dicated that, as far as was 
known, the letters from Scar¬ 
borough were th eonly ones 
borough were the oT»ly ones 
friends of the imprisoned mis¬ 
sionaries. 

Mrs. Johnson’s mother, 
Mrs. Edward Barton of Ha¬ 
milton, said this week that no 
letters had l)een received 
from her daughter or son-in- 
law since they w'ere captured 
March 10. 

I n Pennsylvania Mrs. 
Tucker said of her grandson’s 
letters: “We can’t figure <Att 
why he should say in the let¬ 
ter that the prisoners are 
being allowed to write, but it 
seems that no letters are 
being allowed out. We are. 
sure my grandson’s didn't get 
out legally.” 

The letters were received in 
the last two weeks.

Despite opposition 

West side chosen 
(or third herth 
at Departure Bay

NANAIMO — The provin¬ 
cial government will start 
calling tenders and ordering 
materials soon for construc¬ 
tion of the third ferry berth at 
Departure Bay terminal. 

The move was first an¬ 
nounced in early May. It drew 
a storm of protest from resi¬ 
dents, particularly those liv¬ 
ing on the Departure Bay wa¬ 
terfront, and from Nanaimo 
city council. 

The government plan is to 
build the third berth to the 
w-est of existing facilities, 
closer to the beach. Council 
had asked the government to 
consider the east side, to keep 
the noise of vessels away 
from the residential district 
and to prevent wash from the 
large ships from destroying 
the beachfront. 

Council members and 
Mayor Frank Ney met with 
Transport Minister Robert 
Sti'achan in Victoria May 21, 
and placed their concerns be¬ 
fore him. They also said that 
traffic routes leading to the 
ferry terminal were in need of 
upgrading if additional boats 
were to be put in service be¬ 
tween here and Horseshoe 
Bay — as the government had 
reported would be the case. 

In a letter to city council 
Friday, Strachan says his de¬ 
partment and the highway.s 
department have studied all 
aspects of the development 
proposal, and have come to 
the conclusion that the origi¬ 
nal plan, to build the berth to 
the west of existing berths, is 
still the best plan. 

To build on the east side, 
Strachan says, would be im¬ 
practical. 

"It has been confirmed that 
the approach to a dock in this 
Idcatiai would be very diffi¬ 
cult, and would force vessels 
to navigate too close to the 
foul ground at and adjacent to 
Shaft Point.” the letter says. 

"It would also mean that 
conventional vessels would be 
manoeuvering too close to the 
existing docks and vessels 
berthed there. It is the conclu¬ 
sion that from a navigating 
point of \new, the sitting of 
the berth on the* eastern side 
of the terminal would be im¬ 
practical and unsafe.”

added, "I think you will 
understand that I have to be 
concerned with maintaining 
the standard of ferry service 
for the 2.5 million people who 
pass through Departure Bay 
ferry '^erminal each year."

Courtenay-Jubilee Village, 
a novel and ambitious proj¬ 
ect being built for Uie benefit 
of young people of Comox 
Valley, is $11,521 away from 
success -or disaster. 

The figure represents the 
amount owing to bills to lx* 
paid. And hopefully, the 


money will come soon in a 
form of a government recrea¬ 
tional facilities grant. 

Tony White, Courtenay rec¬ 
reation program director uho 
gave birth to the Jubilee Vil¬ 
lage idea, says if the grant 
doesn’t come through his head 
'will be on* tlie chopping 
block.’ 


Since White first introduced 
the village idea a few months 
ago, he has s|x*nt a lot of time 
and enei'gy bucking bureau¬ 
cracy and getting on with 
building tlie pioneer camp. 
But t> complete its initial 
stage White needs Uie grant. 

"I feel that I have Ix'cn 
successful in showing that you 
can beat government bureau¬ 



cracy if you make up your 
mind to do something you 
consider worthwhile,” he said 
as we toured the Jubilee Vil¬ 
lage project, about 11 miles 
from Courtenay on the road 
leading to the Forbidden Pla¬ 
teau ski slopes. 

"One. would have thought," 
he said, "We were building 
the grand hotel in the bush 
rather than a pioneer camp, 
judging by all the red tai>e we 
have had to cut through.” 

However, he agrees that 
"although it’s been bother¬ 
some, we now have buildings 
which will pass any tests." 

It was at the end of the 1974 
summer program that he 
noted a decline in the perenni¬ 
al playground pn)gram in the 
city, and the need for an al¬ 
ternative for young people 
(luring the summer months.. 

About the same time as 
these observations were 
made, eyebrows were being 
raised locally over the rising 
tide of vandalism sweeping 
the Comox Valley. 

This year being Courtenay’s 
diamond jubilee, V^Tiite hit on 
the idea of developing a pio¬ 
neer village in a natural set¬ 
ting. where recreation staff 
and others could instruct 
youngsters in resfx)nsible 
ways of living. 

Tlie dream quickly became 
reality with the hiring in April 
of eight people to work on the 
])roject with mpney obtained 
through an Opportunities for 
Youth Grant. 

In the interim. White had 


been busy attempting to ob¬ 
tain land for the project, and 
his urgent plea was heard by 
a local resident who offered to 
lease his land. 

The village occupies about 
11 acres of the 20-acre tract of 
land which is leased for $260 
with an option in si.\ years to 
purchase for $33,000. 

Work is now nearing com¬ 
pletion on three bunkhouses, 
and a 20-foot by 40-foot meet¬ 
ing and mess hall with out¬ 
door shower and toilet faci¬ 
lities. 

Much of the land behind the 
buildings has been logged, 
and manpower has been en¬ 
listed from the department of 
c“orrections work services pro¬ 
gram and from the School 
District 71 Work Experience 
Program. 

The land has been drained 
and cleared for what White 
hopes will be the site for a 
farm ne.xt year. 

I'he cabins used for sleeping 
quarters will be equipi)ed with 
folding bunk beds to allow 
maximum use of buildings for 
various programs. 

He has high liopes that the 
village will be used extensive¬ 
ly by'skiers next winter. "Wc 
could offer them warm, com¬ 
fortable quarters and a 
meal.” 

White would like to see a 
blacksmith shop erected and 
various arts and crafts 
taught. ”I am sure,*’ he said, 
"the kids could learn a lot 
about life at such a facility." 


He stresses that the village 
is a project for the entire 
community, and admits to 
being disappointed at the lack 
of response by local people to 
pleas for assistance. "We 
have paid the top dollar for ** 
all our supplies, we had little 
or no response from local 
merchants to our requests for 
assistance. 

Crown-owned land adjoining 
the project is being eyed by • 
White as a possible addition 
to the village, and he intends 
setting his sights on obtaining 
a good portion of this land as 
soon as phase one of the dev¬ 
elopment is completed. 

The possibility of creating a 
juvenile remand home on the 
land adjoining the oamp is 
under study. White said. 

"By offering a sound recre¬ 
ational program combined 
with work experience we hope 
to kindle a new idea in our 
young people,” he said. "The 
idea lacing balance—physical, 
mental and sociological. A 
happy medium of good living 
designed to enrich the body 
and the mind enabling a bet¬ 
ter person to face a. fast 
changing community.” 

This is tlie message the 
youthful program director is 
now taking to service clubs 
and organizations in the val¬ 
ley, as he attempts to obtain 
badly needed funds for the 
facility—"just in case we 
don’t receive the requested 
government grant.” *

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I tliink perhaps the oldest 
cultivated flower we grow in 
our gardens today is the Ma¬ 
donna Lily, Lillum candidum. 
Recognizable Madonna lilies 
decorate some beautiful pot¬ 
tery vases found on the Island 
of Crete dating back to 
around 1600 BC. 

A charming seal, around 
2,000 years old, was found i|^ a 
grave near the ancient Greek 
city of Pylos, showing a 
woman offering (these lilies at 
an altar, while the famous 
lion frieze in the Nineveh pal¬ 
ace of ancient Assyria shows 
representations of Madonna 
lilies carved at least seven 
centuries before the dawn of 
tlie Christian era. 

★ ★ A- 

These lilies appear In the 
Egypt of the Ph^aos txx). We 
find the flower in funeral 
wreaths and even a Madonna 
Illy bulb tucked into a 
mummy case for foodf medi¬ 
cine, or possibly as a rare 
treasure. 

Even today the bulbs are 
eaten in China, and some 
authorities claim the Madon¬ 
na lily has such a wide dis¬ 
tribution across the face of 
the earth principally because 
of its food value and for, its 
medicinal properties as a 
healing salve.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden notes 


It’s true the country of ori¬ 
gin has never been es¬ 
tablished, for it is known to 
have been carried as an arli« 
cle of commerce by caravans 
travelling through the Middle 
East and into Asia and 
Europe, and the wild colonies 
which are so widespread in 
these ccdonies could have 
sprung from accidentally 
dropped sc^es from these an¬ 
cient bulbs. 

Certainly it w-as well known 
throughout Europe at the time 
of the Crusades. In fact, the 
flower was especially dedicat¬ 
ed to the Virgin Mary around 
this time, and is seen in many 
works of art and in nearly all 
llte old paintings of the An¬ 
nunciation. 

♦ ♦ 

This ancient flow-er takes 
cjuit© kindly to our soil and 
climate and is a most impres¬ 
sive, stately plant, grown ei¬ 
ther in a bed to thenlselves or 
grouped here and there in a 
mixed perennial border. 

Failures are common with 
this lily, although it isn’t the 
least bit difficult to grow, and 
these failures stem chiefly 
from treating the Madonna in 
the same way as a U the other 
lilies. Actually, their culture 
is quite different. 


For <me thing, the .Madonna 
has a very brief resting 
r>eriod. The flowers finish and 
the plants die down around 
the end of July; by September 
growth will be starting up 
again, with the plants forming 
a low-growinfe rosetteof based 
leaves which constitute its 
winter foliage. 

The bulb resents being 
planted or transplanted while 
in active growth, and this 
brief period of dormancy — in 
August and early September 
— is the only real satisfactory 
time to get a colony es¬ 
tablished. 

♦ * ★ 

Another very common mis¬ 
take m deep planting. Many of 
our common liles are stem- 
rooters: that is, they push out 
a second set of stems well up 
above the bulb, and fdr this 
reason, lilies are generally set 
in fairly deep — as much as 
10 inches for some kinds. 

This would mean sure death 
for Lilium candidum. Plant 
with no more than IVi inches 
of soil over the top of the 
bulb. 

The wind is the great 
enemy of the Madonna lily 
end it is wiorthwhile seeking 
out a site where the tall stems 
won’t get knocked about in 
blustery gales. 


They don’t care too much 
for hot sun, nor do they bloom 
freely in dense shade. 

Ideally, the site should be 
shaded by tall, high-branched 
trees, with little spots of sin- 
shine filtering through the 
leaves and dappling the 
ground. 

Alternatively, the bulbs 
may be planted in a north-fac¬ 
ing aspect where the plants 
can bask in a little morning 
sunshine but enjoy cool shade 
through the hottest part of the 
day. 

Like all woodland plants, 
the Madonna lily thrives on 
leafmold In the soil, while the 
addition of a little coarse sand 
at the bottom of the planting 
hole makes for good drainage. 


The plant has a mild 
fondness for lime, and this is 
best satisfied with the slow- 
acting and long-lasting pul¬ 
verized limestone rather than 
the hydrated kind. About 
three cupfulls per square yard 
may be mixed into the plant¬ 
ing site. 

If you are ordering bulbs 
from an Importer for August 
or September planting, de¬ 
mand those grown in northern 
France. These are much bet¬ 
ter than the Riviera strains. 


Henry Kissinger was not amused, 
evidently, wbeij a reporter for the Na¬ 
tional Enquirer picked iq) five trash 
sacks from in f^t of his house the 
other day. The reporter’s purpose was 
to sift through the sacks in the hope of 
finding some “interesting” trash, which 
is what the Enquirer publishes. 

It seems to me tliat, w'ith Watergate 
behind him, Kissinger would be prudent 
enough not to put anything in his trash 
that could betray the national security. 
On the other hand, his trash might very 
well betray a few of his own quirks and 
predilections. It might disclose, fbr ex¬ 
ample, that he reads Superman comic 
books and chews bubble gum;, and the 
mare we know about a man with Kissin¬ 
ger’s power the better. 

This is not the first time trash has 
been examined for clues, but usually 
the sifting has been done by policemen 
looking for evidence to support theu: 
^9Usip»cion8 ot criminal activity. In detec¬ 
tive novels, and perhaps in real life, 
damaging clues are always being re¬ 
trieved from waste baskets or trash 
barrels.

Coincidentally, an article in the July 
Issue of Human Behavior magazine re¬ 
ports that for months an anthropology 
class at the University of Arizona has 
been snatching trash sacks from In 
fixwit of Tucson homes and anaJyzirrg it 
for clues to the life-style of 'Tucson resi¬ 
dents. 

At first the students made early 
morning sorties into the neighborhoods 
they wanted to study, lifting the sacks 
from the sldew'alk before the city trash 
trucks arrived. Then they found out this 
was ill^al. Once the trash had been set 
out. it belonged to the city. 

There was a happy ending. Tbe city 
not only gave its permission, but of¬ 
fered to help by picking up whatever

African group 
asking UN 
to oust Israel 


KAMPALA, Uganda (UPD—Foreign ministers of 
the Oi'ganizaticHi of African Unity agreed Friday to calJ 
for the ouster of Israel from the United NaticHis and to 
press for economic sanctions against the Jewish state. 

The ministerial conference, which is preparing the 
ground for a summit of African leader.*; next week, also 
agreed to investigate a Tanzanian government state¬ 
ment accusing Uganda President Idi Amin’s govern¬ 
ment of “perpetrating evil” and killing “thousands of 
people.” 

Tanzania, Botswana and Zambia have boycotted 
the conference because of their opposition to Amin's 
govemment. Some conference sources dscribed the 
Tanzanian statement, issued in Dar-Es-Salaam Thurs¬ 
day, as the most savage attack by one OAU member on 
another since the organization was founded. 

After an all-night debate, the ministerial meeting 
agreed to call for tlie vvithdi'awal of Israel from the 
United Nations, specialized UN agencies and all inter¬ 
national conferences, OAU sources said. 

The Palestine Liberaticm Oi-ganization demanded 
outright expulsion but Egypt proposed Israel should be 
deprived of its membership or suspended, until it 
complied witli all UN resolutions on the Middle east. 

A drafting committee given the task of reconciling 
Hie two positions w^s expected to adopt the Egyptian 
position. 

Sources said wliat finally may emerge is a move on 
the part of Afi'ican and Ai*ab nations to bar Israel 
fixun sitting in tlie nekt U.N. General Assembly, a 
plan the Afiv>-Arab bloc successfully applied against 
South Africa at the last assembly meeting. 

In addition to tJie U.N. Question, tlie ministers also 
agreed the PLO should be encouraged to open offices 
in independent African nations and tliat widespread 
economic sanctions be applied against the Jewish stale. 

The Arab League for years has maintained a black¬ 
list of foreign companies dealing with Israel. If 
adopted, an OAU sanctions resolution presumably would 
recommend that any company trading with Israel also 
would be barred throughiwt independent Africa. 

OAU spokesman Peter Onu told newsmen the OAU 
had decided to investigate the autlienticity trf a report 
quotu^ Tanzanian Foreign Minister John Ma^ela as 
accusing Amin’s government of killing thousands of 
pei^sons.

Israel rejects ideas 
but talks continue 


Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin said 
Friday that Israel has rejected most of the 
latest Egyptian proposals for an interim set¬ 
tlement in the Sinai Desert. He said, however 
there has been progress and that negotiations 
will continue. 

Rabin said on Lsraeli television that Israel 
does not merely reject the Egyptians propos¬ 
als, “but puls forth its own position.” 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat planned a 
speech Friday night to the closing session of 
the congress of the Ai'ab Socialist Union, 
Egypt’s only authorized political party. 
There was no advance indication whether he 
would mention Rabin’s statement. 

“I believe an interim agreement can only 


be based on a public Egyptian statement to 
the effect that the use of force, or the support 
of its use, no longer plays a part in the fabric 
of relaticns between Egypt and Israel, and 
that all future differences of opinion must be 
solved peacefully through negotiations.” 

Rabin repeated his insistence that the 
agreement must be concluded in face-to-face 
talks, rather tiian by U.S. intermediaries. 

However Egypt’s semi-official newsi>aper 
A1 Aiirum said earlier Friday that Egypt 
rejects “out of hand” the demand for direct 
negotiations before signing an interim agree¬ 
ment. 

It said the demand is “fresh evidence of 
Israel’s fear of peace.”

OTTAWA (Upi) — For the 
first time in Canadian history 
(he Commons Fiiday ordered 
a ne\vspaper, the Montreal 
Gazette, to appear before a 
parliamentary committee and 
prove it is not in contempt of 
Parliament. 

House Speaker James 
Jerome agreed to permit Lib¬ 
eral MP John Reid to refer 
allegations made against him 
in the Thursday and Friday 
editions of the Gazette for 
study by the parliamentary 
committee on privileges and 
elections. 


In making his judgment 
that Reid had a “prima facie 
case of pri\1lege.,’ Jerome 
said “what is at issue is an 
alleged use of a national 
newspaper to accuse falsely a 
member of a misuse of his 
privileges as a member of 
this house.” 

Jerome pointed out that 
Reid himself “seeks to have 
the committee examine the 
conduct of tlie Gazette and 
anoUier iiaper, obviously invit¬ 
ing an examination of the ver¬ 
acity of tlieir statement and 
the ref. ire an examination of 


his OW'D conduct as a member 
by that standing committee,” 
A parliamentary authority 
in Ottawa saio the Speaker’s 
granting of a “prima facie” 
case to Reid is the equivalent 
of indictment in criminal pro¬ 
cedures, with the Gazette as 
defendant.

VANCOUVER (CP) - A B.C. penitentiary 
supcrvlsoi* deliberately mixed up guns used 
when hostage Mary Steinhauser was fatally 
shot so the man wlio fired the shot would 
never be identified, Mr. Justice John Farris 
said Friday. 

Fanis then named the supervisor as Albert 
llollinger. 

The chief justice and his two tcilow com¬ 
missioners had been told the guns were 
issued in a darkencil room and, after the 
shooting, were collected without any record 
of which man had which gun. 

Evidence w-as given that the collection was 
made to prevent the guns from getting into 
the hands of the three prisoners who had held 
13 prison employees hostage for 41 hours. 

“The conclusion of the commission is that 


die mixing up was done intentionally,” he 
told a public hearing. 

He said the explanation of why the guards 
do not know w'hich of them shot Miss Stein¬ 
hauser is an insult to the intelligence of the 
commission and is unacceptable. 

He said that the after guards rushed the 
classification centre vault and office where 
the hostages were being held and the fatal 
slK>t was fii'ed, one of tlie prisoners was 
“bleeding near to death, one was in the vault 
tied up and one was in handcuffs.’’ 

The in-camera sessions were held for tlie 
protection of the tactical squad which had to 
carry out “a dreadful responsibility,” said 
Farris. 

But he said the guard who mi.xed up the 
weapons sliould not be extended the same 
protection. 


During Thursday’s public hearing, Fams 
said that based on evidence from New' West¬ 
minster fwlice officei*s the identity of tJie 
man who shot and killed Miss Steinhauser 
“will remain a mystery forever.” 

The inquiry was told a tactical squad of 
armed guards rushed the hostage area and 
fired eight shots during which Miss .Stein¬ 
hauser was killed and prisoner Andiy Bruce 
wounded. 

Bixice and fellow prisoners Claire Wilson 
and Dwight Lucas all face chai'ges from the 
incident June 9 to 11. 

Detective Robert Rutherford of the New 
Westminster police department said he ques¬ 
tioned the squad, but was unable to find out 
which member fired the fatal shot.

VANOOUVEiR (CP)-Bri- 
tish Q)lumbia’8 major forest 
unions defended their wage 
requests Friday in a series of 
economic briefs presented to 
special mediator Mr. Justice 
Henry Hutcheon. 

The briefs also rejected 
claims by the forest industry 
that high wages in the pro\- 
ince have seriously hampered 
t h e companies’ competi¬ 
tiveness in the export market. 

Hutcheon heard the unions’ 
positiOTi in private after the 
two pu^ unions—the Canadi¬ 
an Paperworkers’ Union and 
the Pulp, Paper and Wood- 
wxtrkers of Canada—requested 
the hearings not be open to 
the public. 

The International Wood¬ 
workers of America, repre¬ 
senting 29,000 logging and 
lumber workers in the coastal 
forest industry submitted its 
brief first. 

The rWA predicted a 
marked improvement in Unit¬ 
ed States housing starts for 
the remainder of 19^ and 
during ISTO. 

The union said this is the 
key to whether the industry 
can afford to grant IWA 
members a substantial wage 
increase. 

The Industry’s only offer to 
date has been to maintain the 
current cost-of-living adjust¬ 
ment clause for the next year. 
The IWA wants an increase of

S5.10 an hour. 

The IWA brief says that 65 
per cent of all B.C. wood 
products ai'c normally sold in 
the U.S., with most of that 
lumber used in the construc¬ 
tion of residential housing.

l^lxir Relations Association. 

Wayne Farmer, past pres¬ 
ident of the B.C. Construction 
Association, said Thureday 
night McKee’s award, which 
he called an “unfair assess¬ 
ment of the situation,’’ will 
hurt provincial contractors 


and will add as much as $11 
million in total to the B.C. 
construction bill. 

Another spokesman said 
that it is rime “people rea¬ 
lized that about 80 per cent of 
construction work now, or 
work already bid but not yet 
under construction, is govern¬ 
ment woric. 

“That means that McKee’s

Farmer said contractors 
will now have to pay retroac¬ 
tive salaries that were unex¬ 
pected and also pay higher 
wages;

Key elements in the Nassau 
County Court trial were a Bel^ 
mont Park racetrack com¬ 
puter printout of more than 
350 bets made at a particular 
betting window on the day in 


question, and a Hofstra Uni¬ 
versity mathematics profes- 
. sor’s testimony that the odds 
against two different people 
iindependenUy choosing the 
same combination of nine $2 
bets in nine races on the same 
day were a quadrillion sep)* 
tillion to one. 

The jury trial stemmed 
from a ccMnplaint to racetrack 
security personnel and later 
to the Nassau County Police 
and district attorney’s office 
by a Brooklyn nurse. Rose 


Grant. She said she had been 
cheated out of her winning 
ticket on the track’s ninth- 
race triple bet for May 21, 
1974. 

The triple is a high-return 
betting arrangement in which 
the bettor must pick the first, 
second, and third-place finish¬ 
ers in exact order. At other 
tracks it is known as the Tri- 
fecta. 

According to Ms. Grant’s 
complaint, she went to the 
track that day but had to 


leave early. She said she 
wix)te down her picks in each 
of the nine races on a piece of 
lavatory pai)er before leaving. 
She said she gave the paper 
and an old, wy-inkled $20 bill 
to a track lavatory matron, 
Evelyn Jones, 47, with a re¬ 
quest that Ms. Jones place the 
$2 bets as listed for her. She 
said Ms. Jones consented. 

The next day or so she 
learned that her triple bet had 
paid off and was worth $5,050, 


Ms. Grcmt said, so she went to 
the track to get her wanning 
ticket from the matron. But 
she said that Ms. Jones told 
her she ^had not been able to 
place the bets after all and 
that Ms. Jones handed her 
back her paper with the 
choices and a $20 bill. The 
bill, Ms. Grant said, was a 
new one and not the one she 
had had originally. Ms. Grant 
filed a complaint with the 
track. 


Within about k week, How¬ 
ard R. Graham, 61, a retired 
rostauranteur, tried to cash a 
winning ticket on that triple. 
Graham said he had placed 
his own bet. That ticket was 
the only \vinning triple ticket 
sold at Window 18. 

Ms. Jones and Graham 
were indicted in January on 
charges of second-degree 
grand larceny and first- 


degree criminal possession of 
stolen ^property. v 

A computer printout of bets 
placed at Window 18 on May 
21, 1974, showed that the pre¬ 
cise series of 27 betting 
clioices noted on Ms. Grant’s 
paper had indeed been made 
there. Track personnel also 
testified that the ticket pro¬ 
duced by Graham came from 
Window 18. Assistant-district 
attorney James Boland pro¬ 
duced an expert witness, Hof-

stra mathematics professor 
Sylvia Pines, who said the 
chances of two strangers de¬ 
ciding on their own to bet the 
same 27 choices in sequence 
at the same window' the same 
day were 1 .

Tlie jury found Ms. Jones 
guilty of grand larceny and 
Graham guilty of criminal 
possession.

At that time, a spokesman 
for the provincial department 
said the study, which includes 
a social information ques¬ 
tionnaire of Ladysmith resi¬ 
dents, would be ready by Jan¬ 
uary 1975. 

The co-ordinator of the envi¬ 
ronmental services unit said 
this week that only limited 
progress has been made with 
the study.

of the report, a proposal to 
contract has been put forth to 
the provincial treasury 
board,” Sector said.

Juvenile court case 


Judge faces ‘terrible dilemma’ 


NANAIMO - Provincial 
Court Judge Jack Caldwell 
said Friday he is faciry? a 
“terrible delimma” in what to 
do for a juvenile offender. 

He made the comment dur¬ 
ing court proceedings in juve- 
nile court here Friday morn¬ 
ing. when a 15-year-old boy 
appeared before the court on 
a charge arising from the 
tJieft of a car. 

CrowTt counsel Hafold 
Saunders told the court that 
there are no facilities in 
North America suitable for 
the young man. He said this 
conclusion was reached dur¬ 
ing a special conference in 
Victoria July 16, involving 
members of the staff of the 
human rights department and 
the attorney general’s office 
to deal with this particulai* 
case. 

The court was told that the 


youth has a lengthy juvenile 
record and over the years, 
has exhausted every avenue 
for treatment and assistance. 

A Victoria psychiatrist said 
in a report prepared for the 
court and read by Judge Cald¬ 
well. that the boy showed con¬ 
tinuous aggi'essive behavior 
and several unsuccessful at- 
temps were made to place 
him back in tlie community.- 

His stay at the island youth 
centre, the report said, was 
marked by several escapes. 

Saunders, speaking for the 
crown, said he fell there weie 
three alternatives open to the 
court: 

He c;Hild be prosecuted as a 
juvenile, but this would be fu¬ 
tile since there are no penal¬ 
ties available, the youth could 
be raised to adult court, but 
])enHlties there would only be 
frustrated. He .said it appears 
the only course of action open

to the court is committal to a 
mental hospital under section 
23 of the Mental Health Act. 

Judge Caldwell agreed and 
ordered the youth held in cus¬ 
tody in Nanaimo for examina¬ 
tion by a psychiatrist and 
transferral to Rlverview if the 
application is approved. 

The judge described the 
boy’s case as “a U’agic, tragic 
situation.” and said he would 
do everything possible to 
assist the youth. 

In the event that the appli¬ 
cation for committal is turned 
down. Judge Caldwell set next 
Thursday as date for the next 
court appearance in the case. 

.Noting that the court, calen¬ 
dar is busy, the judge said he 
“would not hesitate for one 
minute to postpone any crimi¬ 
nal action” to get the case 
heard and the dilemma re¬ 
solved.

NANAIMO — The provin¬ 
cial government will start 
calling lenders and orde^-ing 
materials 'soon for construc¬ 
tion of the third ferry berth at 
Departure Bay terminal. 

The move was first an¬ 
nounced in early May. It drew 
a storm of protest from resi¬ 
dents, i>articularly those liv¬ 
ing on the Departure Bay wa- 
teriront, and from Nanaimo 
city council. 

The government plan is to 
build the third berth to the 
west of existing facilities, 
closer to the beach. Council 
had asked the government to 
consider the east side, to keep 
the noise of vessels away 
from the residential district 
and to prevent wash from the 
large ships from destroying 
the beachfront. 

Council members and 
Mayor Frank Nay met with 
Trans|X)rt Minister Robert 
Slrachan in Victoria May ’21. 
and placed their concerns be¬ 
fore him. They also said that 
traffic routes leading to the 
ferry terminal were in need of 
upgrading if additional boats 
were to be put in service be¬ 
tween here and Horseshoe 
Bay - as the government had 
reix)rted would be the case. 

In a letter to city council 
Friday, Strachan says his d^ 
partment and the highways 
department have studied all 
aspects of the development 
r)roposal, and have come to 
the conclusion that the origi¬ 
nal plan, to build the berth to 
the we.st of existing berths, is 
still the best plan. 

To build on the east side, 
Strai han says, would be im¬ 
practical. 

“It has been confirmed that 
the approach to a dock in this 
location would be very diffi¬ 
cult, and would force vessels 
to navigate too' close to the 
foul ground at and adjacent to 
Shaft Point.” the letter says. 

"It would also mean that 
conventional vessels would be 
manoeuvering too close to the 
e.xisting docks and vessels 
berthed there. It is the conclu¬ 
sion that from a navigating 
I>oint of view, the sitting of 
the berth on the eastern side 
of the terminal would be im¬ 
practical and unsafe.” 

Slrachan says he under¬ 
stands the concerns expressed 
by council on behalf of resi¬ 


dents of the area but, he 
adejed, "I think you will 
understand that I have -to be 
concerned with maintaining 
the .standard of ferry service 
for tile 2.5 million people who 
pass tlirough Departure Bay 
ferry ‘erminal each year.” 

The transport minister said 
the third berth is necessary to 
provide the flexibility in the 
ferry system to meet all fore¬ 
seeable circumstances. The 
proposed location on the west¬ 
ern side is the “only saife and 
practical location for the third 
berth,” he said. 

“We have new vessels 
planned to enter seiTice in 
1976, and after a very careful 
review, I must now instruct 
the department of govern¬ 
ment ccaicenied to proceed 
with the ordering of materials 
and the tendering ijrocess 
necessary so that consU-uction 
may begin.” 

Strachan also said in his let¬ 
ter that the highways depart¬ 
ment is considering the ixissi- 
bility of installing traffic- 
lights to regulate ferry traffic 
in the area of Brechin Hill, 
the main artery between the 
ferry terminal and the Island

Although Rusi Pa¬ 
tel), Ultra Division’s con¬ 
sumer products manager, es¬ 
timates sales so far have been 
80 per cent of what was first 
anticipated, others are not so 
optimistic. 

“Sales are really bad.” la¬ 
ments product sales manager 
James Pifer of Food Enter- 
l>rises. a New England food 
brokerage that sells Active to 
both wholesale and chain su¬ 
permarkets. 

“The product itself has real 
potential, but the idea of not 
advertising is not good. Since 
they don’t advertise, ti?ey 
can’t get it across to the con¬ 
sumer that Active is real sav¬ 
ings,” Pifer argues. 


But Witco’s net sales for all 
pixxiucts were up 50 per cent 
last year. A manufacturer 
and marketer of a wide range 
of sp^lalty chemical and pe¬ 
troleum products for industri¬ 
al and consumer use, Witco 
does not hinge its future on 
the failure or success of Ac¬ 
tive.

Historically, when Catholics 
married people of other faiths 
or no faiths they were re¬ 
quired to Inake formal prom¬ 
ises that the children of such 
a marriage would be reared 
in the Catholic faith. 

This has changed in the last 
few yeai's, said Rev. Paul 
Blancard of St. Andrew’s Ca¬ 
thedral on Friday. 

Fr. Blancard does pre-mar¬ 
riage counselling for the peo¬ 
ple of his parish and he ex¬ 
plained the change this way. 

‘Tn Uie past, the non-

KANSAS ary (ap) — a 

man identified as Nathaniel 
Muhammad, 49, a son of the 
founder of tli^ Nation of 
Islam, was arrested in a drug 
raid.

Catholic was asked to agree 
and promise that the children 
of the marriage would be 
raised in the Catholic faith.

Fr. Blancard, quoting from 
the official marriage coun¬ 
selling book, said the Catholic 
party, however, is asked to 
promise that "with God’s help 
I intend to continue living my 
faith in the Catholic church 
and will do all I can to share 
that faith with our children by 
having them baptised and 
reared as Catholics.’’ 

TTiis really means, he point¬ 
ed out, that the Catholic 
partner must make a sincere 
gnd serious effort through dia¬ 
logue and reasonable discus¬ 
sion to bring about the Catho¬ 
lic education of their chillren. 

But this does not mean car¬ 
rying the question to the point 
of family disunity or threat to 
the marriage, he said. 

The children should also be 
given a clear appreciation of 
the traditions anl beliefs of 
the other marriage partner, 
he added. 

Catholics must still receive 
permission to marrj' someone 
outside their faith. This is 
called a dispensation because, 
in the particular case, the 
general rule that Catholics 
should marry Catholics is put 
aside or dispensed with. 

Fr. Blancard said the em¬ 
phasis in the new regulations 
is "respect for the individu¬ 
al.” 


"For some, the ability to 
resolve their differences with¬ 
out violating their consciences 
may well be an insurmounta¬ 
ble problem.” 

"To enter marriage under 
these circumstances will ine¬ 
vitably bring many crosses 
and for this reason is discour¬ 
aged. 

"For most couplfes, howev¬ 
er, the mutual effort to under¬ 
stand thefr respective reli¬ 
gious traditions abd the 
serious discussion of the dif¬ 
ferences that exist will usual¬ 
ly lead to greater honesty and 
love betw'een them and to a 
better I'ealization of the bases 
of unity.” 

Fr. Blancard said he be¬ 
lieves the new regulations 
offer a more realistic and pos¬ 
itive approach to marriage by 
partners in a mixed marriage 
and also bring to light areas 
that need to be studied in 
such a situation.

The missionary sister of a 
Victoria man is being treated 
well in a Vietnamese prisdn 
camp, according to a fellow 
captive. 

Joan Johnson and her hus¬ 
band Rev. Norman Johnson of 
Hamilton, Ont., are named in 
a letter believed to have been 
smuggled out of Vietnam by a 
reporter who had been or¬ 
dered out of Saigon. Mrs. 
Johnson is the sister of Nor¬ 
man Barton, youth minister of 
Emmanuel Baptist Church on 
Cedar Hill Cross Road. 

The letter, written in May 
by 29-year-old student Jay 
Scarborough to his parents in 
Camp Hill. Pa., said the John¬ 
sons were among 11 other 
persons held with him at the 
camp. 

Scarborough’s grand¬ 

mother, Mrs. Fred Tucker, in 
an interview in The Hamilton 
Spectator this w'eek, said it 
was believed the letter had 
been smuggled out of Vietnam 
by a deported reporter. 

There were two letters, she 
said, dated May 18 and 20. 

“We know the letters are 
genuine because of many of 
the references in them and 
the fact that he calls me by 
my nickname. Ammy. We 
could also recognize the hand- 
wilting.”

The ministerial conference, which is preparing the 
ground for a summit of African leaders next week, also 
agreed to investigate a Tanzanian government state¬ 
ment accusing Uganda President Idi Amin’s govern¬ 
ment of ‘’perpetrating evil” and killing ’’thousands of 
people.” 

Tanzania. Botsw'ana and Zambia have boycotted 
the conference because of their opposition to Amin’s 
government. Some conference sources dscribed the 
Tanzanian statement, issued in Dar-Es-Salaam Thurs¬ 
day. as the most savage attack by one OAU member on 
another since the organization was founded. 

.\fter an all-night debate, the ministerial meeting 
agreed to call for the withdrawal of Israel from the 
United Nations, specialized UN agencies and all inter¬ 
national conferences, OAU sources said. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization demanded 
outright expulsion but Egypt proposed Israel should be 
deprived of its membership or suspended, until it 
complied with all UN resolutions on the Middle cast. 

A drafting committee given the task of reconciling 
the two positipns was expected to adopt the Egyptian 
position. 

Sources said wdiat finally may emerge is a move on 
the part of African and Ai*ab nations to bar Israel 
from sitting in the next U.N. General Assembly, a 
plan the Afro-Ai'ab bloc successfully applied against 
South Africa at the last assembly meeting.

‘Strong political direction’ 
to concentrate power 


LISBON (UPD Por¬ 

tugal’s armed forces move¬ 
ment created a Soviet-style 
troika leadership Friday night 
to lead the country in what it 
described as a concentration 
of political and military 
power. 

The announcement just be¬ 
fore midnight apparently sig¬ 
nalled a serious defeat fjr 
moderates who had been de¬ 
manding the resignation of 
Prime Minister Vasco (Jon- 
calves and the cairying out of 
democratic reforms. 

The communique said the 
three leaders are president 
P'rancisco da <3osta Gomes, 
Goncalves and the military 


security forces chief, Gen. 
Otelo Saraiva de CJamvallo. 

Gomes himself had sounded 
a moderate note in a keynote 
speech in the assembly, say¬ 
ing Portugal’s 16-month-old 
revolution was moving too 
fast, alienating the public and 
losing important economic 
backing in the West. 

At least three i>rominent 
moderates boycotted the 
armed forces movement’s 


24()-man assembly meeting 
and others were reixirted 
threatening to quit if the lef¬ 
tist faction got its way in con¬ 
solidating power. 

The final communiqub .said 
Goncalves “concluded that a 
strong |)oluical direction was 
nece.ssary.” 

“In that direction, the fol-^ 
lowing w'as approved: concen¬ 
tration of the ixjlltical-mili- 
tary power in the follow'ing 


members of the revolutionary 
council ...” 

Then it gave the names.

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin said 
Friday that Israel has rejected most of the 
latest Egyptian proposals for an interim set¬ 
tlement in the Sinai Desert, He said, however 
Ihere has been progress and that negotiations 
will continue. 

Rabin said on Israeli television that Israel 
does not merely reject the Egyptians propos¬ 
als, "but puts forth its own position.” 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat planned a 
speech Friday night to the closing session of 
the congress of the Arab Socialist Union, 
Egypt’s only authorized political party. 
'Fhere was no advance indication whether he 
would mention Rabin’s statement. 

“I believe an interim agreement can only 


be based on a public Egyptian statement to 
the effect that the use of force, or the support 
of its use, no. longer plays a part in the fabric 
of relations between Egypt and Israel, and 
that all future differences of opinion must be 
solved peacefully through negotiations.” 

Rabin repealed his insistence that the 
agreement must be concluded in face-to-face 
talks, rather than by U.S. intermediaries. 

However Egypt’s semi-official newspaper 
A1 Ahrum said earlier Friday that Egypt 
rejects “out of hand” the demand for direct 
negotiations before signing an interim agree¬ 
ment. 

It said the demand is “fresh evidence of 
Israel’s fear of peace.”

B.C. Pen gun mixup ruled ‘deliberate’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) - A B.C penitentiary 
supervisor deliberately mi.xed up guns used 
when hostage Mary Steinhauser was fatally 
shot so the man who fired the shot w'ould 
never be identified, Mr. Justice John Farris 
.said Friday. 

Farris then named the supervisor as Alberi 
Ilollinger. 

The chief justice and his two fellow com¬ 
missioners had been told the guns were 
issued in a darkened room and, after the 
sliootlng, wiere collected without any record 
of which man had w'hich gun. 

Evidence was given that the collection was 
made to prevent the guns from getting into 
the hands of the three prisoners who had held 
15 prison employees hostage for 41 hours. 

“The conclusion of the commission is that 


tlie mixing up was done intentionally.” he 
told a public hearing. 

He said the explanation of why the guards 
do not know’ which of tliem shot Miss Stein- 
hau.ser is an insult to the intelligence of the 
commission and is unacceptable. 

He said that after the guaixLs rushed the 
classification centre vault and office where 
the hostages were being held and the fatal 
shot was fired, one of the prisoners was 
“bleeding near to death, one was In the vault 
tied up jind one was in handcuffs.” 

The in-camera sessions were held for the 
protection of the tactical squad which had to 
carry out “a dreadful responsibility.” said 
Farris. 

But he said the guard who mixed up the 
weapons should not be extended the same 
protection. 


During Thursday’s public hearing. Farris 
said that ba.sed on evidence from New' West¬ 
minster |X)lice officers tlie identity of tlie 
man who shot and killed Miss Steinhauser 
“will remain a mysteiy forever.” 

The inquiry w'as told a tactical squad of 
nrmed guaixls rushed the hostage area and 
fired eight shots during which Miss .Stein¬ 
hauser was killed and prisoner Antlry Bruce 
wounded. 

Bruce and fellow' prisoners Claire Wilson ^ 
and Dwight Lucas all face charges from the 
incident June 9 to 11. 

Detective Robert Rutherford of the New 
Westminster police department said he que.s- 
tioned the squad, but was unable to find out 
which member fired the fatal shot. 

Four members said they used weapons 


witJi four inch barrels and two i-ecallcd using 
snub-nosed revolvei*s, but none of the men 
could remember exactly which weapon they 
used, said Rutherford. 

He had testilied earlier the fatal bullet was 
shot from a penitentiary-issue revolver with 
a four-inch barrel. 

Rutherford also testified members of the 
tactical squad, in a darkened room immedi¬ 
ately before tlie assault with weapons on a 
desk, grabbed revolvers from the desk when 
they heard screams and slwuts and were, 
therefore not assigned specific weapons. 

In summarizinlg the police detectives’ testi¬ 
mony, Farris said: “So it is impossible to tell 
who fired the fatal shot because no recoi-d 
wRs kept of persons in relation to the weap¬ 
ons they used.”

Ghevs, Fords and CSirysler 
products from the 30s or late

Alan Crawley, one of Cana¬ 
da’s best-known literary fig¬ 
ures, died in Glenwarren pri¬ 
vate hospital Friday in his 
88th year. 

Although blind since 1933, 
he was known across the 
country for his contribution to 
Canadian poetry as editor of 
the magazine Contem{)orary 
Verse, which was published in 
Victoria from 1941 to 1952. 

Right up lo his most recent 
illness he was visited by 
poets, young and old, as well 
as by members of the legal 
profession in which he had 
practised in Winnipeg. 

Born in Cobourg, Ont., on 
Aug. 23, 1887, he grcNV up in 
Holland, Man. His forced rc- 
tiremen in 1934 brought him 
and his late wife, Jean, to 
West Vancouver. Penticton 
and finally to Victoria. 

Mrs. Floris McLaren of Vic¬ 
toria, business manager and 
later associate editor of Con- 
lemi>orary Verse, said Friday 
that Crawley was “one of the 
most influential figures in Ca-

For Hong Kong veteran 
Lionel Spellef* of Victoria the 
nightmare of four years in 
Japanese prison campm is "a 
time we’d just as soon for¬ 
get.” 

“We're more concerne^i 
now with our heavy death 
rate and with the problems of 
those of us who are living.” 
said the man who was one of 
the organizers of last year’s 
annual reunion of the Hong 
Kong Veterans’ Association in 
Victoria. 

Spellpr didn’t make if to 


Toronto for the 3()th anniver¬ 
sary reunion which began 
Wednesday and will end this 
weekend. 

“A lot of us are disapiioint- 
ed,” he said in an interview 
Friday, “but travel and ac¬ 
commodation are just getting 
too expensive, especially for 
our veterans who are on such 
low pensions.” 

, Speller said he and his col¬ 
leagues are still w'aging their 
battle with the federal govern¬ 
ment to improve Hong Kong 
veterans’ pensions. Studies 
have been made and recom¬ 
mendations put forward hut 


Ottawa is slow to imiilement 
improveqients, he said. 

Physical and mental prob¬ 
lems are also keeping veter¬ 
ans from attending the cur¬ 
rent reunion. Speller pointed 
out. 

“We have more blind men 
than all the other veterans 
put together.” he said. 
"Health problems continue to 
show up.. We lost 17 veterans 
in three months in Canada 
last winter.” 

Of the 2,001 veterans, in¬ 
cluding two nursing sistere, 
only 1.000 are still alive. 
Speller said. 


“.\nd most of them were 
young people,” he went oh, 
“averaging 25 to 30 years of 
age. This meant that many 
w’pre in their teens when they 
w-ere going through that or¬ 
deal.” 

Many Hong Kong veterans 
are losing their jobs now be¬ 
cause they just can’t "cut the 
mustard any more,” Speller 
said.

The ninety minute docu¬ 
mentary produced by NPACT 
is still the most comprehen¬ 
sive work on the subject, 
placing the case In historical 
perspective and involving 
many of the people — includ¬ 
ing Morton SobeU and the Ro¬ 
senberg childrenwho were 
directly involved, or whose 
lives were affected by the 
case. 

KCTS-9 is rebroadcasting 
the program at this time “be¬ 
cause of its timely nature." 
Recently, NQchael and Robert 
Meeropol — Btms of the Ro¬ 
senbergs who made their first 
public appearance on The Un¬ 
quiet Death — visited Seattle, 
on tour with the National 
Committee to Re-Open the 
Rosenberg Case. The Commit¬ 
tee plans to use the Freedom 
of Information Act to obtain 
preWously suppressed files on 
the spy case. 

The Meen^ls believe that 
their parents were framed, 
and falsely accused: "If there 
was any secrecy (about the 
bomb), it was publicly given 
away when Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki were bombed . . . 
Information about nuclear fu¬ 
sion and implosion had been 
known to scientists in many 
countries before World War I. 
The problem of snaking the 
bomb w'as an industrial one." 
Furthermore, the man who 
currently has the “patent" on 
producing the bomb recently 
signed a statement saying 


that drawings that the Rosen¬ 
bergs were said to have re¬ 
ceived showed little actual in¬ 
formation. 

The documentary itself con¬ 
siders many of these allega¬ 
tions, while focusing on a 
series of broader questions:

ProdiKier Alvih Goldstein 
spent over seven months in 
exhaustive research, inves¬ 
tigating. tracking down and 
contacting the over 100 pe<H>le 
connected to the case. Twenty 
three of these people, inciud- 
ing five jurors, three FBI 
men, and prosecutor Roy 
Cohn, appear cm the show' to 
tell their versiwi of the 
events. 

Oddstein, who himself had 
read over two dozen books on 
ths subject, including the 
20,000 word trial record, said 
that the point of the broadcast 
is not to examine the guilt or 
innocence of the Roseifoergs, 
but rather to Icxdc at the case 
twenty years later through 
the eyes of the participants 
and analyze the climate in 
which it t(X)k place.

German Motorcycle Battalion Advances Along a Dusty Highway 


In th« pre-ckaw'n hours of 
the morning of June 22, 1941, 
three million, tvi'o hundred 
^thousand German soldiers 
crouched along the riverbanks 
of Central Europe about to 
embark on an historical at¬ 
tack that would ej'ewitness 
years of destructive human 
history. 

Sunday, July 27, 10:00-11:00 
f).m., CTV is telecasting the 
encore presentation of The 
Russian-German War; The 
Politics of Fear” dealing with 
the cruelest war in history. 
The second episode of this 
three-part series is The Kill¬ 
ing Ground, airing Sunday, 
August 3, 10:00-11:00 p.m., an 
examination of the German 
invasion, the great sieges of 
Leningrad, Stalingrad and 
Moscow as the Russians final¬ 
ly hold their lines. The third 
and concluding episode is 
Breakout To Berlin, telecast¬ 
ing Sunday, August 10, 
10:00-11:00 p.m., which shows 
the Battle of Kursk and ends 
with the Russian entry into 


Berlin and their subsequent 
emergence as the second 
most powerful nation in the 
world. 

Never before has this, the 
unknowTt war, been the sub¬ 
ject of a television program 
or series and CTV has under¬ 
taken the tremendous job of 
producing three one-hour spe¬ 
cials which it hc^>es will shed 
light on a W'ar that is still 
with us in terms of global pol¬ 
itics. This is not a simple reci¬ 
tal of dates and places, but an 
analysis of the politicians and 
the diplomatic nKnes behind 
the events.

W^ASHINGTON (\VP) — 

Any television series that is 
about to start its fifth season 
must be called a success, and 
yet the least likely heroic 
leading man in a series must 
be William Conrad, who plays 
Frank C^annon. 

He is S5, weighs about 250 
pounds and his round paunch 
jiggles when he walks. He has 
spent nearly all of his adult 
life in the broadoasting and 
entestaimnent busliness. and 
yet when Cannon began on 
television in 1971, he was 
chosen the “most promising 
new male TV star” by Motion 
Picture Daily — Tele\'ision 
Today. 

The fourth season for Can¬ 
non was almost its last. The 
ratings in September had 
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WILLIAM OONRAD 
. . . enjoys his girtli 


slipped from previous years, 
and the source of the trouble 
was the lead-in, a soap opera 
called Sons and Daughters. 
That series was discontinued 
in December for Tony Orlan¬ 
do and Dawn, and Cannon re¬ 
turned to its customary place 
among the top 25 programs. 

A second part of the early- 
season problem was the dis¬ 
appointing ratings given to 
Ken Howard’s Manhunter, 
which followed Cannon. It was 
cancelled in the spring, leav¬ 
ing Cannon as the only CBS 
Wednesday night program 
that survived. 

Some might argue that Can¬ 
non continues in the schedule 
simply because television 
schedule makers have been in 
love with cops 'n’ robbers pro¬ 
grams for the past four sea¬ 
sons. And fdr those wbo like a 
half-truth, there is the evi¬ 
dence that one-third of all 
prime time programs are 
about law enforcement. 

This prevalence, however, 
doesn’t mean that action-ad¬ 
venture shows about law-and- 
order don’t get cancelled. 


They do, and often. Among 
the 23 programs that failed to 
win rene\val this season, 11 of 
them were about law enforce¬ 
ment. 

Early in the season came 
the cancellation of Kodiak, 
which was going to provide « 
long run for Clint Walker, and 
late in the season came the 
decision not to renew Carlbe, 
a ^’second season’’ show. TYie 
show that was supposed to be 
the most admired by actual 
police officers, Adam 12 rolled 
to a halt after seven TV sea¬ 
sons. 

W hat happens with the pre¬ 
valence of crime shows is that 
they kill off each other. The 
competition for Cannon on 
ABC-TV is now Baretta, and 
it will be in the autumn. 

Ordinarily the show with 
the higher rating (or in the 
current vogue-game, the bet¬ 
ter demographics, meaning 
women, ages 18 to 49 years) 
will be renewed, and the 
lower rated program will dis¬ 
appear. (The highly reliable 
forecast by Herb Jacobs of 
Telcom Inc. places NBO'TV’s 
Doctore’ Hospital in first ‘ 
place during the time period, 
followed by Cannon and with 
Baretta in third place.) 

Cannon is one of three net- 
\\x)rk crime programs that 
issue from the organization 
called Quinn Martin Produc¬ 
tions. The others are Bamaby 
Jones and The Streets of San 
Francisco. 

Tlie cost of a weekly epi¬ 
sode of Cannon is listed at 
S240,(X)0, which puts it slightly 
lower than the per episode 
costs of Baretta ($260,000), 
Hawaii FiveO ($270,000) or 
Streets of San Francisco 
($280,000). 

WTiat Cannon has going tor 
it is the honest competence of 
a character actor, slightly 
battered, wbo looks as though 
he got his scars woricing tor a 
living and not from some Hol¬ 
lywood make-up man. 

Frank Cannon, as played by 
Conrad, is a highly sociai^e 
man who is also a loner. He 
enjoys good living, has the 
palate for fine wines and 
carefully prepared food. He 
didn’t just get fat; he worked 
at it. While thoughts of diets 
and no calorie meals dance 
through the mind of every' 
overweight persem, Frank 
Cannon isn’t going to change. 
He must have resolved, with 
John Drj'den, at an early age 
to “grow' fat and look young 
till 40.” 

No matter how much he 
might shorten his life with 
olreslty, the good years that 
he lives will make up for the 
ones he might miss. 

WTille some people will be 
making jokes about his girth, 
actor William Conrad w'ill be 
enjoying his triumph over the 
pretty men of Hollywood ad¬ 
venture. Five full 'TV series 
will make him a rich man, 
and a man with his kind of 
money develops a splendid 
sense of humor. 

No one, after all, laugjlts at 
a fat bank balance.

Killing TV Crime-Dramas

(NYT) — What the near fu¬ 
ture holds — as near as 1976 
— is more family comedies 
and fewer police-adventure 
shows. This is not the glib 
prediction of some network 
chAef; it Is the common 
knowledge of the television 
markeliplajce. The coming de¬ 
cline in cops-and-robbers fare 
will not be, for once, a reflec- 
. tion of ddm^shing ratings, 

I since gunplay and nwiyhem 
j are still as popular with \dew- 
I ers as ever. 

I Rather it results from a 
I crucial change in the econom- 
1 ic system that governs televi- 
j Sion programming, one which 
5 is causing producers to shy 
j away from the hard-action 
: gentre as financially risky, 
i The bloodline of Kojak and

‘ Compromise 

I When broadcasters agreed 
) last spring, ot prodding by 
I government officials, to make. 
' 7 to 9 P.M. Family Viewing 
] Time, they believed they had 
J struck a fair compromise; 
I half the evening safe for chil- 
; dren, the other half open to 
] riper video fiction for adults. 

I But in declaring the first 
j two evening hours off limits 
t to programs flavored with sex 
J and violence, the new broad- 
, cast code has crimped the 
; most lucrative secondary 
, market for the producers of 
j action-adventure programs, 

: namely, domestic syndication, 
i which involves the direct sale 
i of back episodes of programs 
' to local stations. 

I It is from this market that 
these producers usually retd- 
; ize their profits (few recover

Ordinarily, all three would 
i have been bought up like 
j (Tuban cigars.

the president of Viacom, Can¬ 
non and Hawaii Five-0 met 
resistance from the stations, 
which doubted the shows 
would be acceptable under the 
hazy criteria for Family 
Viewing Time. 

Even Viacom’s proposal to

edit out four minutes of overt 
violence from each episode 
was to no avail. 

Consequently, both shows 
may have to be pulled off the 
syndication market, Mr. Mil¬ 
ford says. 

On the other hand. Mary 
Tyler Moore, a situation- 
comedy clearly suitable for 
early evening exposure, has 
had a vigorous sale. 


Shock 


The networks pay around 
$250,000 for a one-hour episode 
of a dramatic series that may 
cost more than $300,000 to 
produce. It follows that the 
Hollywood studio would be 
disinclined to make such 
shows when they know there 
is no secondary market, other 
than foreign sales, from 
which to recoup the dif¬ 
ference. Hence, the bearish 
outlook for hard-action series. 

Stanley Kramer, the noted 
film producer, has never ^one 
a weekly television series, al¬ 
though he did have a flirtation 
with the medium last seaswi 
with a number of specials 
under the umbrella title of 
Judgment. 

Normally, when a film¬ 
maker of his stature wants a 
shot at a series, he is as good 
■ as on the air. But Kramer’s 
situation-comedy pilot for ABC 
— his first, and one en¬ 
visioned by the network as in 
the new bold mold — sank 
with twxvscore other prospec¬ 
tive netwx>rk cmtrie.s when the 


schedules were devised thb 
spring. 

Not that the show w-asn’t 
admired. Most of the execu¬ 
tives im-oAved In the decision 
to reject it fouroi it "really 
nicely dope, well produced,’’ 
as expected. There was Just 
<Mie problem, organic to the 
series, that would make the 
commercial prospects dubi¬ 
ous : a bedroom scene In 
which a black man kisses a 
white woman on the mouth. 
Several executives who had 
been at the screening, said 
that, despite their being pre¬ 
pared for it, they had experi¬ 
enced shock. 

They had been prepared for 
it, because Kramer’s project 
was a situation-comedy adai>- 
tatiori of his 1967 movie hit 
Guess W^’s Coming to Din¬ 
ner? which starred Katharine 
Hepburn, Spencer 'Tracy and 
Sidney Poitier. 

As every ABC executive 
knew' full well when they 
asked Kramer to shoot the 
pilot, the theme of the plot 


wa.s miscegenation. A well¬ 
born white girl marries a bril¬ 
liant black scientist, and the 
comedy develops around the 
reactions of their parents. 

"Kramer did it as tastefully 
as you could ask for," one ex¬ 
ecutive said. "But the physi¬ 
cal contact was clearly going 
to cause hell out in the boon¬ 
docks.” 

Asked why "The Jeffer- 
sons" on CBS was able to get 
away with a black-and-white 
kissing scene last season with¬ 
out causing much of a stir, 
the executive contended that 
there was a crucial difference 
and seemed pained at having 
to articulate .it. 

"In The Jeffersons, a white 
man kissed a black woman 
and, terrible as it is to say, 
diat’s somehow not as objec- 
ticsiable In this society as 
when the sexes are reversed." * 

Complaints 

In a recent telephone inter¬ 
view, Mr. Kramer said that 
he didn't know for sure why 
the series had been rejected 
but that he had his suspicions. 
He didn’t consider the project 
dead and hoped to find inter¬ 
est In it for next year from 
ABC’s new head of program¬ 
ming, Fred Silverman, who 
had just come over from COBS. 

But another ABC executive, 
who requested anonymity, 
doubted the project had any 
chance of being revived. "The 
problem with it,” he said, 
"was not just the kissing 
scene but the fact that the 
while stcay is told in the first 
episode, and there’s nowhere 
to go from there except to 
belabor it." 

Out in Hollywood, the cre¬ 
ative i>eople are complaining 
that the networks all<>w them 
too little lead time for the 
preparation of new shows. 

'This year, the scheduling 
decisions were made in May, 
and the season is supposed to 
begin just after Labor Day. 
That gives the studios less 
than 20 weeks to get the pro- 
ducti(Mi beltline going for be¬ 
tween 13 and 22 ^isodes of a 
series — a very tight filming 
schedule, considering that 
each episode has to be edited, 
dubbed and scored before it is 
delivered. 

Producers claim they are 
left wirth practncally no time 
for script revisions and that 
often they are forced to shoot 
scripts that are not ready.,.to 
go before the carneras. 

In the meantime, it’s fairly 
clear which new shows CBS 
and NBC aio moat nervous 
about this year.
